WHILE  the  University  of  Oklahoma  football  team 
was  laying  plans  to  shatter  the  record  of  No.  1

ord  of  its  own.

Publishing  Company,  with  its  Daily  Oklahoman  and 
Oklahoma  City  Times,  which  has  consistently  produced 
some  of  the  better  papers  in  the  southwest.  The  project 
of  The  Oklahoman  was  the  transmission  of  color-action 
j)ictures  from  the  Orange  Bowl  by  the  use  of  wire- 
photo  equipment.

of  tfie  experiment,  which,  if  successful, 
would  establish  this  as  a  first  in  news¬ 
paper  printing.  It  would  also  show  the 
fans  at  home  just  how  colorful  the  New 
Year’s  Day  extravaganza  was  to  the 
spectators  in  the  stadium. 

When  its  new  12-unit  Goss  Headliner 
l>ress  was  installed  some  months  ago. 
T/ie  Oklahoman  management  promised 
color  would  be  used  more  extensively 
than  in  the  past.  Efforts  have  been 
made  to  become  proficient  in  handling 
color,  and  success  has  crowned  the  la¬ 
bors  of  the  organization. 

Dissatisfaction  with  results  of  earlier 
efforts  to  print  three-color  plates  led  to 
repeated  conferences  and  clinics.  Junk¬ 
ets  to  other  plants  and  original  re¬ 
search  finally  gave  the  clues  to  steps 
necessary  to  produce  an  acceptable  job.

“Everything  went  well”  and  the  re¬ 
sult  of  work  and  research  has  caused 
newspaper  publishers  around  the  na¬ 
tion  to  get  busy  and  find  out  how  it 
was  done. 

As  is  the  case  with  every  “first,”  per¬ 
sonalities  are  involved — men  who  were 
determined  to  make  the  project  work, 
and  certainly  each  man  who  partici¬ 
pated  was  entitled  to  due  credit.  Su¬ 
pervisory  personnel  was  congratulated 
on  the  ability  of  their  craftsmen. 

iarlier  Color  CHorts 

E.  L.  Hodgkinson,  mechanical  super¬ 
intendent,  and  E.  P.  Frazier,  assistant 
superintendent,  discussed  earlier  efforts 
to  produce  full-color  work  and  the 
headaches  it  caused.  It  was  found  that 
transparencies  suitable  for  magazine 
work  would  not  provide  usable  plates 
for  newsprint  and  its  method  of  print¬ 
ing.  “Printing  on  a  blotter  with  carbon 
black  and  oil,”  as  they  described 
newspaper  production  in  comparison 
with  magazine  work,  demanded  sepa¬ 
rate  processes.  A  type  of  transparency 
was  finally  decided  upon  that  would 
allow  producftion  of  plates  which  de¬ 
liver  a  suitable  printed  image.  Ex¬ 
treme  rare  was  necessary  in  handling 
these  transparencies.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  prevent  distortion  from 
weather,  moisture,  and  body  heat,  to 
say  nothing  of  dust  and  scratches. 

Extensive  study  of  every  step  in  me¬ 
chanical  departments  traced  back  to 
one  source — the  camera  and  photo¬ 
graphic  techniques,  and  the  production 
of  the  transparencies.  Results  now  be¬ 
ing  obtained  in  reproduction  of  the 
three-color  plates  show  that  the  pho¬ 
tography  department,  under  the  able 
direction  of  Alf  Mcf.aughlin,  has  mas¬ 
tered  the  essential  first  step  in  news¬ 
paper  color  work. 

Four  men  from  the  photographic  de¬ 


partment  made  the  trip  to  Miami.  It  ap¬ 
peared  they  were  lugging  all  the  equip¬ 
ment  The  Oklahoman  had  available. 
The  huge  sequence  camera  and  tripod, 
weighing  around  100  pounds,  was  the 
heaviest  item.  Excess  baggage  was 
really  an  expense  item.  Of  course,  on 
the  way  back  home  the  obliging  crew 
of  the  Miami  Herald  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  ship  the  equipment  to  Okla¬ 
homa  City.  About  all  the  camera  men 
had  to  drag  back  home  was  their  own 
weary  frames. 

McLaughlin  was  impressed  with  the 
cordiality  and  cooperation  of  the 
Miami  Herald  staff,  and  the  help 
which  the  Oklahomans  received.  The 
new  Herald  color  lab,  representing  an 
outlay  of  some  $250,000,  was  made 
available  for  use  for  the  first  time  to 
Richard  Cobb,  Oklahoman  photog¬ 
rapher,  who  handled  the  color  devel¬ 
opment.  Some  of  the  equipment  had 
not  been  ofiBcially  accepted  by  the  Her¬ 
ald.  Equipment  used  in  Miami  was 
similar  to  that  in  the  lab  in  Oklahoma 
City,  and  this  alone  added  an  impor¬ 
tant  element  to  the  success  of  the  proj¬ 
ect. 

The  Test  Shot 

On  January  1,  when  a  still-shot  was 
transmitted  as  a  test,  all  hob  broke 
loose.  Wirephoto  transmission  of  rou¬ 
tine  pictures  had  been  perfect  for  six 
continuous  hours,  and  then  the  three- 
color  separations  were  put  on  the  wire. 
Since  the  negatives  were  held  until  all 
three  had  been  received,  so  handling 
would  be  the  same  for  each,  no  idea 
of  trouble  was  indicated.  Upon  devel¬ 
opment  it  was  found  there  had  been 
“level  changes”  during  transmission,  so 
the  sequence  had  to  be  sent  again  from 
Miami. 

In  the  meantime,  press  time  had 
come  around,  and  the  mail  had  to  go, 
so  the  big  Coss  started  rolling  without 
the  color  picture.  This  was  a  hectic 
time,  with  the  whole  organization  on

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edge.  Finally  the  second  set  of  sep¬ 
arations  came  through,  and  develop¬ 
ment  proved  them  satisfactory.  Pho¬ 
tographers,  engravers,  and  stereotypers 
soon  delivered  a  set  of  pressplates,  and 
a  part  of  the  mail  edition  and  the  home 
edition  carried  the  color  shot. 

While  this  was  the  first  wircphoto  of 
color,  the  next  day  would  bring  the 
test  of  action  in  color  by  wire.  Some 
idea  was  gained  of  problems  coming 
up  on  the  second  round. 

When  the  action  shot  separations 
were  received  the  next  day,  they  were 
all  processed  at  the  same  time,  as  in 
the  case  with  the  still-shot.  ClifI  King, 
Oklahoman  technician,  took  the  nega¬ 
tives  and  made  rapid  resisto  prints  for 
use  by  the  engravers. 

Taking  the  Picture 

Richard  Cobb  and  Joe  Miller 
worked  the  game  with  color  him.  Cobb 
used  a  Speed  Graphic  and  Miller 
handled  a  Craflex.  Experience  in  this 
game  indicated  that  the  Craflex  was 
the  preferred  camera.  It  could  be  fo¬ 
cused  on  a  play  before  it  began  and 
could  follow  through  and  shoot  with¬ 
out  the  critical  focusing  necessary  with 
the  Speed  Graphic.  Miller’s  shot  was 
the  one  which  was  used. 

McLaughlin  expressed  the  opinion 
that  a  camera  with  12  or  14-inch  lens 
would  be  used  in  the  future,  so  that 
mid-held  shots  could  be  taken.  With  in¬ 
tense  activity  along  the  sidelines 
among  officials,  team  members,  and 
photographers,  all  types  of  obstruc¬ 
tions  prevent  good  close-ups.  Short 
lens  and  low  him  speed  make  close 
shots  imperative.  The  longer  lens  wiU 
allow  shots  from  an  elevation,  and  also 
across  the  held. 

Daylight  Ektachrome  him  was  used 
in  both  cameras.  The  shot  used  for 
transmission  was  made  at  1/500,  focal 
plane  shutter  at  F6.3.  Since  Eikta- 
chrome  him  has  a  factor  of  only  10, 


manipulation  was  necessary  to  be  able 
to  stop  action  and  record  it  into  a 
usable  transparency.  Cobb,  through  ex¬ 
perimentation,  had  found  that  hy  over¬ 
developing  50%  in  the  hrst  step  of 
development  a  sharp  transparency 
could  be  obtained.  In  effect,  this  gave 
a  him  factor  of  40,  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  over  the  rated  10.  However,  he 
said  that  this  factor  probably  would 
change  in  different  lots  of  him  and 
should  be  checked  before  the  chips  are 
down  and  the  point  of  no  return  has 
been  reached. 

Processing  the  Prints 

After  shooting  the  him,  Cobb  rushed 
to  the  plant  of  the  Miami  Herald, 
where  he  processed  the  prints.  Stand¬ 
ard  two-mask  separations  were  made 
of  the  shot  selected  for  transmission. 
Kodak  Super  XX  him  was  used  for 
both  masking  and  the  separations.  Red, 
blue,  and  yellow  hlters  were  used.  The 
picture  was  scaled  down  and  rapid 
resisto  prints  made  for  the  wirephoto. 
Approximately  eight  minutes  were  re¬ 
quired  to  transmit  each  of  the  three 
separations. 

In  spite  of  the  strange  lab,  Cobb  did 
an  unusual  job  on  his  processing. 
There  was  a  lapse  of  only  four  hours 
and  hfteen  minutes  from  the  time  he 
entered  the  lab  until  the  prints  were 
ready  for  the  wirephoto.  In  Oklahoma 
City  he  had  gone  through  the  process 
several  times  in  a  flat  three  hours. 

There  was  no  black  used  in  the  pic¬ 
ture.  The  darkest  tone,  which  appeared 
black,  actually  was  90  to  95  per  cent 
blue,  upon  which  was  piled  80  per  cent 
red  and  70  per  cent  yellow.  The  flesh 
tones  were  composed  of  30  per  cent 
red,  15  to  20  per  cent  blue,  and  35 
per  cent  yellow.

PART  3 — Heii«l(‘rsoii  Process 


During  the  late  nineteen-twenties  and  the  early  thir¬ 
ties,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  and  consid¬ 
erable  effort  spent  in  trying  to  improve  both  the  method 
and  the  technique  of  gravure  cylinder  engraving  to  pro¬ 
duce  cylinders  which  would  have  both  a  lower  cost  and  a 
longer  press-run  life. 

About  this  time  Charles  Henderson  was  developing  the 
engraving  process  which  bears  his  name  and  also  the 
equipment  which  has  largely  changed  the  concept  of  all 
rotogravure  cylinder  engraving. 

The  Henderson  “Process”  is  actually  not  much  more 
than  an  Intaglio  Halftone  Positive  made  with  the  aid  of 
a  diaphragm  stop  to  convert  the  solid  and  shadow  areas 
into  square  dots  separated  by  white  lines.

graved  cylinder  which  hold  the  ink  for 
printing. 

The  equipment  for  rotogravure  cylin¬ 
der  engraving  is  by  far  more  important 
than  the  “process”  as  it  is  this  equip¬ 
ment  which  entirely  eliminates  the  di¬ 
mensionally  unstable  and  unpredictable 
carbon  tissue  as  the  means  for  transfer¬ 
ring  the  design  to  the  cylinder  for  etch¬ 
ing.  Also,  the  equipment  reduces  the 
etching  process  down  to  a  single  opera¬ 
tion  of  a  short  time  cycle  and  with  only 
one  Baume  strength  of  ferric  chloride. 

The  two  operations  in  “conventional” 
gravure  engraving  that  are  most  respon¬ 
sible  for  expensive  and  time-consuming 
make-overs,  are  first,  the  use  of  carbon 
tissue  which  will  unexpectedly  stretch 
or  shrink  in  the  transfer  operation  and 
second,  the  use  of  several  different 
strengths  of  ferric  chloride  for  the  etch¬ 
ing  which  occasionally  results  in  non- 
uniform  depth  over  the  entire  face  of 
an  engraved  cylinder. 

The  cylinder  engraving  equipment 
which  eliminates  the  carbon  tissue  and 
uncertain  etching,  consists  principally 


of  six  basic  units.  With  this  equipment, 
it  is  possible  to  produce  finish  engraved 
cylinders  with  a  minimum  of  hand  op¬ 
erations  and  with  perfect  cylinder  en¬ 
graving  register  for  multicolor  rotogra¬ 
vure  printing.  The  six  units  listed  in  the 
order  of  their  importance  rather  than 
in  the  order  of  their  use  are: 

h.  The  (!)ylinder  (loater. 

2.  The  Photo-Transfer  Printer. 

3.  The  Cylinder  Developer. 

4.  The  Cylinder  Etcher. 

5.  The  Positive  Line-up  Table. 

6.  The  Cylinder  Clean-up  Station. 

In  the  eylinder  coater,  the  polished 
copper  cylinder  is  coated  with  a  uni¬ 
formly  even  layer  of  ( 1 )  regular  en¬ 
graver’s  cold  top  (2)  albumin  cold  top, 
or  (3)  a  special  top  such  as  K.  P.  R. 

( Kodak  Photo  Resist),  depending  upon 
the  preference  of  the  engraver.  The  top 
which  is  coated  on  the  cylinder  is  of 
course  light-sensitive,  and  the  uniform 
thickness  of  coating  of  the  cylinder  is 
obtained  by  rotating  the  cylinder  on  its 
axis  and  also  simultaneously  rotating 
it  end  for  end  after  the  light-sensitive 
coating  has  been  poured  onto  the  cylin¬ 
der.  Variable  speed  controls  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  different  size  cylinders  and 
axial  rotation  can  be  independent  of 
end-to-end  rotation.  The  cylinder  is 
dried  in  the  coater  during  axial  rota¬ 
tion  and  is  then  ready  for  the  next  op¬ 
eration,  that  of  printing  in  the  photo¬ 
transfer  printer. 

In  the  photo-transfer  printer,  the 
screened  glass  positive,  which  is  to  be 
printed  onto  the  coated  cylinder,  has 
previously  been  positioned  in  the  regis¬ 
ter  chase  so  that  the  center  line  of  the 
positive  coincides  exactly  with  the  cen¬ 
ter  line  engraved  on  the  chase.  The 
glass  positive  used  can  be  intaglio  half¬ 
tone,  deep-etch  offset  halftone,  or  even 
a  halftone  dot  made  from  a  gravure 
positive  film  screen,  as  the  principal  re¬ 
quirement  of  the  positive  is  that  the  de¬ 
sign  to  be  printed  must  be  of  a  dot 
structure  to  provide  cells  in  the  en¬ 
graved  cylinder  to  hold  ink  when  the

engraved  cylinder  is  being  printed  in  a 
rotogravure  press.  With  the  positive  in 
place,  the  coated  cylinder  is  placed  in 
position  in  the  machine  and  the  posi¬ 
tive  and  cylinder  are  brought  together, 
emulsion  to  emulsion,  and  the  printing 
cycle  is  started.  The  printing  of  the 
design  onto  the  cylinder  is  done  by  a 
hank  of  motor-driven  arc  lamps  which 
project  high  intensity  light  through  a 
light  slot  or  aperture,  through  the  glass 
positive  and  onto  the  cylinder. 

The  positive  moves  upward  at  a  slow 
rate  of  speed  and,  as  it  moves  the  coated 
cylinder  rotates  in  contact  with  the 
positive  until  the  entire  circumference 
of  the  cylinder  has  hen  printed.  The 
powerful  light  rays  going  through  the 
glass  positive  harden  the  coating  on 
the  cylinder  where  the  glass  is  clear, 
so  it  will  resist  the  acid  subsequently 
used  in  the  etching  operation.  Where 
there  are  halftone  dots  on  the  glass 
positive,  the  light  does  not  penetrate 
to  the  cylinder  and  the  coating  on  the 
cylinder  remains  soft  and  unexposed. 
In  this  printing  operation  there  is  no 
“gap”  as  there  is  with  carbon  tissue, 
for  the  coating  on  the  cylinder  is  con¬ 
tinuous,  and  it  is  possible  to  have  a 
continuous  design  around  a  cylinder 
with  no  sign  of  a  break  or  join. 

After  being  printed,  the  cylinder  goes 
to  the  cylinder  developer  and  here  the 


image  printed  on  the  cylinder  is  devel¬ 
oped  out  in  alcohol.  The  developing 
operation  removes  the  soft  unexposed 
cold  top  and  the  image  appears  as  a 
halftone  of  bright  copper  dots  of  vary¬ 
ing  sizes.  After  drying  and  staging  out 
the  large  non-printing  areas  with  as- 
phaltum,  the  cylinder  is  ready  for  me¬ 
chanical  etching. 

The  etching  is  done  with  a  single 
Baume  strength  of  ferric  chloride  in 
the  cylinder  etcher.  The  operation  is  al¬ 
most  entirely  mechanical  and  the  etch¬ 
ing  cycle  is  comparatively  brief,  since 
the  etching  acid  works  directly  on  bare 
copper  dots  instead  of  going  through 
a  membrane  type  of  resist,  as  is  the  case 
with  carbon  tissue.  In  the  etching  op¬ 
eration,  a  stream  of  air  is  introduced 
into  the  reservoir  of  ferric  chloride  to 
agitate  the  fluid  and  insure  uniform 
depth  of  cell  over  the  entire  surface  of 
the  cylinder. 

After  etching,  the  cylinder  is  rinsed 
to  remove  any  traces  of  acid  and  the 
resist  is  removed  with  mineral  spirits. 
Then,  following  a  thorough  cleaning, 
the  cylinder  is  chromium  plated  and  is 
ready  for  proofing  or  production  run 
printing. 

While  the  operations  are  largely  me¬ 
chanical  and  the  sequence  of  opera¬ 
tions  and  the  time  elements  involved 
are  generally  less  than  those  required 
for  the  carbon-tissue  method,  it  is  still 
a  job  for  people  with  experience  in  the 
photoengraving  field,  plus  a  certain 
amount  of  know-how  in  the  handling  of 
cylinders.  The  preparatory  work,  in¬ 
cluding  the  making  of  color  separations 
and  screened  positives,  can  be  provided 
by  a  considerable  number  of  offset 
platemakers  as  well  as  photoengravers 
since  the  positives  used  with  the  photo¬ 
transfer  printer  are  almost  identical  to 
deep-etch  offset  positives. 

In  brief,  the  Henderson  Process  is 
10  per  cent  a  process  and  90  per  cent 
cylinder  engraving  equipment  which 
has  eliminated  the  principal  headaches 
from  the  cylinder  engraving  business.

and  the  average  printer  probably  does  not  feel  that  the 
investment  would  prove  profitable.

tions  were  slow  and  costly,  resulted  in 
damaged  paper,  expensive  press  down¬ 
time  and  strained  hacks! 


Old  Handling  Method 

Previously,  all  paper  handling  was 
done  manually  with  the  occasional  aid 
of  a  four-wheel  dolly  or  trailer.  Coated 
paper  is  delivered  in  average  (juanti- 
ties  of  10,0(X}  pounds,  with  the  edges 
even  or  jogged  ready  to  be  placed  in 
the  press.  It  took  four  men  approxi¬ 
mately  2%  hours  to  unload  a  shipment 
of  the  average  size.  Since  we  are  not 
a  large-enough  operation  to  employ 
men  who  do  handling  alone,  pressmen 
and  cuttermen  did  the  work — an  ex¬ 
pensive  proposition. 

After  unloading,  the  paper  has  to  he 
placed  in  storage  and  re-jogged  before 
running  in  the  press.  Frequent  re¬ 
handling  is  also  required  on  other  op¬ 
erations  such  as  cutting  stock  to  size 
and  folding  the  various  printed  pub¬ 
lications.  Dune  manually,  these  opera- 


Mechaniied  Handling 

Application  of  a  fork  truck  and  pal¬ 
let  system  has  proven  to  he  the  perfect 
solution  to  the  time,  cost  and  labor 
problems.

In  the  case  of 
cutting  or  folding  operations,  the  fork 
truck  moves  the  entire  load  directly  to 
the  machine  involved  without  re-stack¬ 
ing  or  intermediate  handling.

supplies  such  as  chipboard,  boxes  and 
cartons  are  handled  with  the  Clark 
machine,  which  greatly  simplifies  un¬ 
loading,  storage  and  inventory  control. 
The  truck  is  even  used  to  handle  scrap 
lead  for  re-melting  in  the  furnaces. 

Many  people  feel  that  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  use  a  large  open-top  truck  for 
delivering  finished  jobs  to  the  cus¬ 
tomer  if  loading  is  done  with  a  fork 
truck.  We  have  developed  an  ex¬ 
tremely  simple  procedure  in  this  con¬ 
nection  which  permits  us  to  use  a  regu¬ 
lar  panel  truck.  The  latter  is  amply 
wide  to  take  a  standard  pallet.  The 
procedure  is  as  follows: 

The  fork  truck  places  the  first  pallet 
load  as  far  into  the  truck  as  possible. 
The  second  pallet  load  simply  pushes 
the  first  pallet  into  the  rear  of  the 
truck  until  both  loads  are  safely 
loaded.  Unloading  the  first  pallet  at 
the  customer’s  plant  is,  of  course, 
simple.  But  since  the  second  pallet  is 
too  far  back  for  the  forks  to  reach,  a 
little  ingenuity  is  required.  A  chain  is 
stretched  around  the  sides  and  back 
on  the  truck  bed,  and  it  is  sufficiently 
long  so  that  the  ends  extend  out  of  the 
truck.  The  chain  ends  are  then 
wrapped  around  the  forks  of  the  fork 
truck  and  the  pallet  pulled  out  until  it 
can  be  lifted  off  in  the  conventional 
manner.  As  a  standard  procedure,  we 
always  have  the  chain  in  the  truck  and 
wrap  it  out  before  we  load,  so  that  we 
are  ready  for  fast  unloading.

A  STRAIGHT-LINE  production  shop  layout  which  has 
increased  working  efficiency  15%,  is  the  outstanding 
characteristics  of  the  new  plant  of  Spartan  Typographers 
in  Hackensack,  N.  J.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  plants  that 
specializes  in  composition  for  textbooks,  novels,  maga¬ 
zines  and  catalogs.  It  produces  tons  of  type  daily  that  go 
into  the  many  fiction  and  technical  magazines  appearing 
on  newsstands  all  over  the  United  States. 

The  specially  designed  one-story  hrick  building  is  cen¬ 
tered  on  the  production  department  in  the  rear,  which  is

There  ma¬ 
chinery  and  equipment  have  been  laid 
out  in  accordance  with  the  latest  scien¬ 
tific  designing  to  eliminate  waste  mo¬ 
tion  and  to  save  working  time. 

Departmentalhation 

This  proficiency  is  accomplished  by 
departmentalization,  with  «ach  sec¬ 
tion’s  output  dovetailing  into  the  adja¬ 
cent  work  unit.  Such  assembly-like 
production  is  obtained  by  starting  with 
the  10  Linotypes  which  occupy  the 
right-hand  corner  as  one  enters.  These 
machines  are  lined  up  in  three  rows, 
the  first  consisting  of  four  turning  out 
straight  matter  only,  the  next  two  lines 
of  three  machines  each  working  on  ad 
composition  and  revisions. 

Type  is  dumped  to  the  operator’s 
right  for  straight  matter,  with  galley  or 
ad  copy  going  to  ad  make-up  across  a 
wide  corridor,  then  to  proofroom  or 
make-up  on  Hamilton  flat-top  make-up 
cabinets.  Locked-up  pages  go  to  the 
proof  press  and  from  there  to  the  two 
42-inch  presses  in  the  far  distant  cor¬ 
ner  where  bronze  proofs  for  gravure 
are  pulled. 

Type  matter  is  either  locked  up  for 
the  foundry  which  occupies  still  an¬ 
other  section  of  the  plant,  or  is  printed 
on  acetate  for  gravure.  Spartan  Press 
does  no  presswork,  but  furnishes 
bronze  proofs  to  its  textbook  and  peri¬ 
odical  clients  who  order  their  own  off¬ 
set. 

The  largest  extent  of  this  operation 
can  be  readily  gauged  by  the  amount 
of  lead  handled:  two  and  one-half  tons 
daily  over  a  day  and  night  shift.  After 
the  press  run  the  forms  are  stored  by 
the  press  for  transfer  into  the  foundry 
for  either  make-up  or  melting. 

The  working  area  is  spacious.  There 
is  no  crowding  or  cluttering  of  equip¬ 
ment,  everything  being  concentrated 
so  that  each  specialist  can  devote  his 
entire  attention  to  his  particular  job. 


There  are  no  obstructions  or  objects 
hanging  down  which  are  liable  to  get 
in  the  way  and  obscure  vision. 

The  men  work  in  four  or  five  bays 
which  are  22  feet  deep  each.  The  phy¬ 
sical  area  is  ideal  for  the  purpose  with 
natural  light  coming  from  the  10-foot 
window  in  each  bay,  supplemented  by 
overhead  fluorescents.  The  floor  is  of 
6-inch  reinforced  concrete,  down  to 
hard-pan  sand  10  feet  in  the  ground.  It 
is  reinforced  laterally  and  vertically 
with  a  concrete  runner  across  every 
20-ft.  interval. 

The  impression  of  spaciousness  is 
further  accentuated  by  the  15-foot  high 
ceiling. 

Fireproof  Construction  Throughout 

Safety,  particularly  fire  prevention, 
is  assured  by  a  concrete  block  and  steel 
construction  which  eliminates  the  use 
of  wood  throughout,  except  for  the 
doors  which  are  metal  sheathed.  A  fur¬ 
ther  safeguard  is  the  application  of 
4-inch  mineral  wool  in  the  walls,  2-inch 
mineral  wool  in  the  plank  roof  which 
is  supported  by  steel  girders. 

Each  machine  is  electrically  wired, 
and  every  unit  individually  wired.  The 
main  panel  board  is  broken  down  into 
three  units  each,  serving  the  divisions 
of  Linotype,  lighting  and  air-condition¬ 
ing,  and  press  unit.  Each  of  these  units 
has  its  own  master  switch.  With  500 
ampere  service  required,  a  special 
transformer  had  to  be  placed  outside 
the  building  by  the  utility  company. 

.411  wiring  is  through  floor  conduits. 
This  wiring  is  of  automatic  thermal 
contact  breaking  units,  which  if  over¬ 
loaded  or  affected  by  high  temperatures 
in  case  of  fire,  gives  the  alarm  auto¬ 
matically.  All  of  the  main  circuits  have 
No.  1  wire. 

The  building  is  gas-heated  through¬ 
out  with  blowers  every  30  feet.  There 
are  eight  of  these  gas  blowers  in  the 
entire  building  to  maintain  even  tem¬ 
peratures.

electric  pots  since  the  plant  uses  elec¬ 
tric  power  with  the  exception  of  two 
2-toa  metal  furnaces  which  have  gas 
heat. 

Further  economy  in  the  over-all  oh- 
jective  of  cutting  down  working  time 
is  obtained  by  the  25-foot  driveway 
which  runs  through  the  full  length  of 
the  building  140  feet  to  the  inside  re¬ 
ceiving  platform.  There  two  22-foot 
trucks  can  be  handled  at  the  same  time. 

Company  policy  is  to  replace  each 
linecasting  machine  with  a  brand  new 
one  each  year,  as  it  has  been  found 
that  this  is  more  economical  than  pay¬ 
ing  for  repairs  or  undergoing  losses 
through  depreciation. 

Supplementing  the  6,000  square  feet 
for  the  production  shop  are  another 
additional  1400  square  feet  for  the 
foundry  and  receiving  platform  and 
1400  square  feet  for  the  offices,  making 
a  total  of  10,800  square  feet  in  the  entire 
building.  Despite  this  space,  however, 
the  plant  area  is  all  in  use  and  expan¬ 
sion  may  be  needed  soon.  This  may 
not  present  too  great  a  problem,  how¬ 
ever,  as  there  is  plenty  of  adjacent 
property  available  in  which  to  put  up 
an  annex. 

There  are  45  employees  in  the  shop, 
four  in  the  office. 

Office  Section  Spacious 

The  office  area  layout  is  in  keeping 
with  this  streamlined  designing.  Visi¬ 
tors  enter  a  spacious  reception  area 
with  front  receptionist  at  the  switch¬ 
board,  the  rest  of  the  space  luxuriously 
fitted  out  for  the  convenience  of  visit¬ 
ing  editors  and  customers  with  chairs 
and  desks  for  their  use. 

The  atmosphere  here  is  cheerful  and 
attractive  with  asphalt  tile  flooring  in 
alternate  patterns  of  dark  and  light 
brown,  walls  painted  light  green,  white 
ceiling  and  plenty  of  light.

The  building  site  at  67  Orchard 
Street  is  in  the  industrial  section  of  the 
city,  some  distance  from  the  main  busi¬ 
ness  area.  This  is  no  handicap,  how¬ 
ever,  since  most  transactions  are  han¬ 
dled  and  expedited  by  four  messengers 
who  maintain  a  shuttle  service  with 
editorial  offices  in  Manhattan  about 
eight  miles  away. 

The  entire  building  takes  up  one  city 
block  in  depth  and  has  a  frontage  of 
150  feet. 

The  plant  is  valued  at  approximately 
$2.S0,0CK),  the  building  at  $100,000. 

Albert  J.  Baisch  started  the  business 
seven  years  ago  with  two  employees. 
Within  two  years  he  was  forced  to  take 
larger  quarters  in  another  part  of 
Hackensack.  There  the  firm  occupied 
the  entire  second  floor  and  expanded 
its  staff  and  equipment  to  a  point  that 
made  necessary  the  move  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  building.

F'^OIl  those  printers — and  there  are  many — who  are 
content  with  small  jobs  that  are  repeaters,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  are  five  “sure-fire”  suggestions. 

(1)  The  “remnant”  wrapper.  This  is  a  sheet  of  24-  or 
36-11).  kraft  paper,  9V2xl6  inches,  with  a  regular  tag 
string  attached  to  one  end  and  corners  clipped  inch  at 
the  same  end.  The  printing  may  occupy  about  five  inches 
of  this  same  end.  This  is  originally  planned  for  a  depart¬ 
ment  store  with  a  remnant  counter.  Remnants  of  dress 
material  can  be  rolled  and  neatly  wrapped  and  tied  with 
blank  lines  in  the  printing  to  be  filled  showing  “length” 
and  “width”  of  the  goods,  “description,”  “regular  price” 
and  “price  per  piece.”  There  are  innumerable  uses  to 
which  a  wrap|)er  like  this  can  be  put. 

The  next  best  l)et  for  sales  would  probably  be  nurseries 
and  florists  who  must  find  ways  to  package,  identify,  and 
display  with  prices,  plants  for  transplanting,  as  well  as 
some  tyj)es  of  cut  flowers.  If  you  can  get  to  a  nursery- 
selling  roses  y()U  might  sell  this  sort  of  thing  many  times 
over.  Varieties  of  roses  w'ould  require  a  printed  wrapper 

Title  of  this  article  is  set  in  Phenix  and  Brush;  the  Figures  "5" 
are  Gothic  545 
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for  each  variety.  You  might  even  get 
into  color  with  this,  at  least  on  a  two- 
color  basis.  It  surely  has  possibilities 
as  a  “bread  and  butter”  item. 

Reply  Cards  for  Displays 

(2)  Coupons  or  reply  cards  to  be  at¬ 
tached  in  pads  to  bus  and  show-win¬ 
dow  display  ad  cards.  The  effective¬ 
ness  of  many  advertising  cards  to  be 
seen  on  buses  could  be  greatly  in¬ 
creased  by  affording  a  means  of  draw¬ 
ing  inquiries  by  mail.  Take  a  ride  on 
a  bus  and  see  how  conveniently  a  pad 
of  bond-paper  coupons  or  even  a 
swatcb  of  \  V2  or  2-ply  cards,  that  would 
be  mailable,  could  be  attached  to  the 
card  itself  within  reach  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  who  may  read  the  ads.  Most  of 
these  cards  are  done  by  screen  process, 
and  the  producer  may  not  be  equipped 
to  provide  these  books  of  coupons  or 
cards.  Sell  the  idea  to  the  agency  han¬ 
dling  the  advertising,  for  you  to  print 
and  attach  the  reply  material  to  the 
card  produced  by  the  screen-process 
man. 

You  will  surely  get  a  friendly  recep¬ 
tion  from  the  advertising  agency  on 
anything  increasing  the  effectiveness 
of  the  advertising.  It  helps  him  sell 
more  of  it.  The  greatest  and  most  fre¬ 
quent  criticism  of  this  type  of  adver¬ 
tising  is  that  it  is  difficult  to  gauge  the 
results.  The  reply  card  will  help  at  this 
most  strategic  point. 

Advertising  Cards 

(3)  The  advertising  card  to  be  sent 
out  with  deliveries  of  orders  received 
by  telephone.  This  gets  particularly 
into  the  important  “comer-drug  store” 
field,  where  a  considerable  part  of  the 
day’s  business  is  sold  by  telephone.  Ad¬ 
vertising  on  the  card,  for  example, 
might  point  up  this  fact:  “We  appre¬ 
ciate  the  order  received  from  you  by 
telephone,  but  by  not  coming  to  our 


'-tore  you  missed  .  .  .”  One  of  the  sad 
facts  of  life  about  this  kind  of  selling 
is  the  expense  and  trouble  that  the 
retail  druggists  go  to,  with  the  aid  of 
wholesalers  and  distributors,  in  pre- 
|)aring  store  displays  that  are  seen  by 
only  50%  or  fewer  of  the  store’s  pa¬ 
trons.  .Anything  the  printer  can  do  to 
help  this  situation  will  be  welcomed 
by  the  druggist. 

The  same  idea  can  be  adapted  for 
use  by  drugstores  and  others  selling 
•Irinks,  etc.,  at  the  curb.  An  advertis¬ 
ing  card  on  the  tray  going  out  could 
list  other  items  offered  by  the  propri¬ 
etor.  It  would  help  special  offers,  such 

as:  “This  card  and  .  c  good  for  one 

quart  of  ..  _  Ice  Cream!”  This  is 

borrowing  from  the  widely  used  soap 
and  wash  powder  coupon  sales  plan. 

Shopping  Center  Cards 

(4)  Shopping  center  ad  cards. 
Nearly  every  town  of  any  size,  as  well 
as  the  larger  cities,  have  shopping  cen¬ 
ters,  built  on  the  basic  idea  of  one 
business  of  each  kind  in  a  sort  of  com¬ 
bined  unit.  This  makes  possible  any 
sort  of  cooperative  advertising  plan 
that  anybody  can  suggest.  A  shopping 
center  ad  card,  simple  but  attractive, 
would  list  each  firm  in  the  center  on 
one  side  and  give  a  comprehensive  ad 
for  one  individual  firm  on  the  reverse 
side.  This  would  mean  a  series  of 
cards,  the  same  copy  on  one  side  and 
copy  for  individual  firms  on  each  of  the 
others,  for  all  firms  in  the  center.  Using 
a  different  color  of  card  stock  for  each 
card  would  add  variety. 

Some  of  the  larger  shopping  centers 
are  strong  supporters  of  a  suburban  or 
community  area  newspaper  where 
there  is  one,  but  few  are  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  sufficient  support  for  such  a  pa¬ 
per.  In  these  centers  there  may  be  a 
market  for  special  sheets  of  varying 
sizes,  of  four  and  eight  pages.  These 
usually  feature  time-limit  offers,  and

cover  only  a  few  weeks  at  most,  which 
means  that  the  job  may  come  in  sev¬ 
eral  times  a  year. 

A  small  printer  located  in  or  near  one 
of  these  shopping  centers  will  have  an 
incalculable  advantage  in  such  a  situ¬ 
ation.  He  can  get  the  business  and 
can  get  it  at  a  price  on  which  he  can 
make  a  profit. 

New  Subdivisions 

(5)  An  “open  house”  advertising 
card  or  cards  in  new  subdivisions.  This 
is  surely  an  original  idea.  A  lot  of 
new  subdivisions  are  being  opened  and 
new  homes  built  in  every  city  and  most 
of  the  smaller  towns.  The  builder  has 
a  plan  of  advertising  “open  house”  on 
completed  homes  for  sale.  Particularly 
on  week-ends,  these  homes  are  visited 
by  hundreds  of  people,  most  of  them 
interested  in  buying  new  homes.  New 
homes  mean  new  house  furniture,  fur¬ 
nishings,  and  appliances.  Why  not 
contact  local  furniture  and  appliance 
dealers  and  sell  them  on  the  idea  of 
ad  cards  to  he  placed  on  mantels  and 
window  ledg»*s  of  new  homes  in  new 
subdivisions?  For  furniture  and  appli¬ 
ance  dealers  to  furnish  one  of  these 
homes  as  a  display  “model”  is  a  com¬ 
mon  practice,  but  this  would  certainly 
prove  effective  with  a  lot  of  people  in 
a  lot  of  subdivisions  at  less  cost  and 
effort. 

As  a  variation,  neighborhood  drug 
and  grocery  stores  might  be  sold  on  an 
ad  card  to  be  distributed  in  new  sub¬ 
divisions.  This  would  border  on  the 
“welcome  wagon”  idea  widely  used, 
hut  limited  somewhat  in  its  possibili¬ 
ties.  Again  the  advantage  will  be  with 
the  small  printer  located  near  the  area 
where  these  jobs  can  be  developed. 

Whatever  the  location  of  the  printer, 
most  of  these  jobs  may  be  sold  in  sev¬ 
eral  sections  of  a  large  city,  in  non¬ 
competitive  areas,  and  even  in  small 
towns  outside  of  the  big  city.  Most  any 


good  printing  sales  idea  can  be  used 
over  and  over  again  in  different  locali¬ 
ties  and  in  many  variations. 

Keep  using  the  profitable  and  pro¬ 
ductive  ideas  that  you  have  and  con¬ 
tinually  add  to  them. 

Welding  Control  Measures 
in  a  Printing  Plant 

The  welder’s  spark  that  touched  off 
the  General  Motors’  disastrous  fire,  has 
alerted  printing  plants  to  examine 
welding  procedures. 

Fawcett-Dearing  Printing  Company, 
Louisville,  Ky.,  is  among  those  who  set 
up  welding  rules  as  a  control  measure. 
These  rules  include  the  following: 

(1)  The  porter  is  to  be  first  on  the 
job,  whenever  welding  is  done  any¬ 
where  in  the  plant,  to  clear  the  area  of 
any  inflammable  items  such  as  miscel¬ 
laneous  paper,  scrap,  oil,  etc. 

(2)  A  welder  is  never  to  work  alone. 
He  must  have  a  helper  at  his  side  with 
a  fire  extinguisher  ready,  and  must  re¬ 
main  at  his  side  until  the  job  is  fin¬ 
ished.  The  welder  is  not  to  light  the 
torch  until  the  helper  is  in  position 
with  extinguisher  at  hand. 

(3)  There  must  be  no  deviation  from 
the  rule  that  welding  equipment  and 
fire  extinguishers  must  move  side  by 
side  to  any  location  in  the  plant. 

These  rules  apply  not  only  to  Faw¬ 
cett-Dearing  personnel  but  to  all  out¬ 
side  contractors  who  may  be  doing 
welding  on  the  premises.  To  make  sure 
that  all  weldere  are  aware  of  the  new 
procedure,  welding  operations  must  be¬ 
gin  through  the  head  of  the  machine 
shop  of  plant  maintenance.

know  if  1  felt  the  job  was  permanent 
or  if  it  had  any  future.” 

Born  in  Sl  Paul,  Walter  A.  Sittig 
came  to  Chicago  when  his  schooling 
ended.  His  uncle  got  him  a  job  with 
a  company  making  gold  pens.  “Now 
here  is  a  job  that  will  amount  to  some¬ 
thing,”  the  uncle  impressed  on  young 
Walter.  “It’s  nice  clean  work.  And  the 
foreman  gets  twenty  dollars  a  week!” 
Walter  ran  gold  rolls  and  punch 
presses  but  found  the  work  monot¬ 
onous,  so  soon  quit.  His  $8.00  weekly 
pay  didn’t  look  good  in  spite  of  the 
dazzling  prospect  of  maybe  some  day 
making  $20.00  a  week  as  foreman.  He 
wanted  to  work  with  his  uncle,  so  got 
a  job  making  l)icycle  parts  in  his  un¬ 
cle’s  firm. 

H.  B.  Rouse  &  Company  is  Born 

One  of  his  uncle’s  friends  was  an  in¬ 
ventor  named  H.  H.  Rouse.  This  man 
had  just  designed  a  revolutionary  two- 
piece  graduated  composing  stick  .set  to 
measure  nonpareils  and  picas.  It  was 
far  more  efficient  and  convenient  to 
use  than  the  old  awkward  three-piece 
sticks.  Mr.  Rouse  had  tested  the  mar¬ 
ket  and  found  quite  a  demand  for  his 
invention.  All  he  needed  was  enough 
money  to  go  into  business. 

Walter  sized  this  up  as  a  real  op¬ 
portunity.  But  he  had  no  money.  By 
negotiating  a  loan  from  his  aunt,  he 
was  able  to  buy  in.  An  experienced 
tool-  and  die-maker.  Bill  Knoll,  also 
Imught  in.  Thus  was  born  H.  B.  Rouse 
&  Company.  Inventor  Rouse  was  presi¬ 
dent,  toolmaker  Knoll  vice-president 
and  young  production-minded  Walter 
A.  Sittig,  secretary.  From  this  humble 
beginning  grew  the  firm  whose  time¬ 
saving  products  for  printers  are  now 
in  world-wide  use.  The  original  build¬ 
ing,  erected  at  2214  Wayne  Avenue, 
plus  later  additions,  is  still  the  firm’s 
factory. 

“We  had  lots  of  competition,”  re¬ 
called  Walter,  “but  new  products 


helped  us  grow.  Besides  the  new  com¬ 
posing  stick,  Mr.  Rouse  designed  new 
lead  and  rule  cutters  with  positive 
locking  gauges.  When  set  to  measure, 
the  new  cutters  stayed  there  and  did 
not  vary.  This  was  previously  unheard 
of.  These  two  products  soon  achieved 
world-wide  acceptance. 

“Mr.  Rouse’s  ideas  on  treating  cus¬ 
tomers  were  as  revolutionary  as  his 
products.  He  did  business  on  the  basis 
that  the  customer  was  always  right. 
Our  dealers  loved  that.  Their  good-will 
speeded  up  our  growth.  Today,  most  of 
those  original  dealers  are  still  good 
customers.  F’ifteen  per  cent  of  our 
present  dealers  have  carried  the  Rouse 
line  for  more  than  35  years,  81%  more 
than  20  years.  Those  wonderful  dealers 
have  been  an  important  factor  in  the 
company’s  success. 

“The  1907  depression  was  quite  jm 
experience.  We  banked  downtown  at 
Walsh’s  bank.  It  folded  up.  When  H. 
B.  went  downtown  for  the  payroll,  he 
was  gone  much  longer  than  usual.  Our 
employees  looked  at  the  pay  envelopes 
he  brought  back  and  said,  ‘What  in 
Sam  Hill  do  you  have  there?  It’s  not 
money.’  It  turned  out  that  H.  B.  was 
given  Clearing  House  Certificates  in¬ 
stead  of  cash.  These  were  used  as  or¬ 
dinary  currency.  Everybody  had  to  ac¬ 
cept  them.  But  we  sure  had  a  tough 
time  explaining  to  the  employees  why 
they  got  something  that  wasn’t  money.” 

During  his  55  years,  Walter  has  been 
active  in  every  phase  of  the  business. 
Besides  acting  as  secretary,  he  helped 
originate  and  develop  the  various 
Rouse  products.  After  the  1929  crash, 
he  even  handled  sales  for  a  few  years 
during  the  tough  early  1930’s.  He  was 
glad  to  give  up  this  job  to  Bill  Knoll’s 
son  Harry  almost  20  years  ago.  How¬ 
ever,  he  is  still  general  manager. 

The  Rouse  business  had  expanded 
rapidly  between  the  1906  and  1929 
crashes.  One  addition  was  an  accurate 
hand  mitering  machine  with  a  positive

locking  gauge.  Next  came  a  fast,  ac¬ 
curate  power  miterer  which  took  a 
strip  of  material  and  instantly  pro¬ 
duced  a  rule  perfectly  mitered  on  both 
ends.  Eight  new  line  gauges  were  de¬ 
veloped.  In  1927,  a  new,  economically 
priced  hand  saw  was  offered  for  han¬ 
dling  mixed  measure  slugs  used  in  ad 
work  and  catalog  runaround  work. 

“The  bank  holiday  in  1932  was  an 
experience  I’d  hate  to  repeat,”  said 
Walter.  “I  was  in  New  York  on  a  sales 
trip  when  the  Foreman  Bank  folded. 
The  company  funds  were  there,  all  my 
personal  fun*ls  were  there  and  so  were 
my  partners’  funds.  For  awhile,  the  out¬ 
look  was  black.  Then  1  heard  that  the 
First  National  had  taken  over  and  we 
were  safe.  I’ll  never  forget  what  a  re¬ 
lief  that  was!” 

The  1930’s  were  a  time  of  product 
development  as  well  as  bank  holidays 
and  depression.  A  new  safe  type  mor- 
tiser  was  designed  which  protected  the 
operator  and  also  mortised  type  so  it 
retained  a  normal  natural  appearance 
when  used  in  combination  with  other 
type  characters.  By  this  time,  many 
small  items  of  convenience  for  printers 
had  been  added  to  the  Rouse  line. 
These  included  the  Sennett  Positive 
Assembler,  Composing  and  Make-up 
Rules,  Form  Trucks,  Newspaper  Files 
and  File  Racks,  Page  FYames,  Press 
Seats  and  Register  Quoins. 

“The  second  world  war  brought  a 
radical  change  to  our  business  and  to 
our  lives,”  explained  Walter.  “For  the 
first  time  we  manufactured  items  not 
intended  for  printers.  We  also  ran  three 
shifts  daily.  One  tough  problem  was 
making  a  submarine  valve.  First  we  de¬ 
signed  a  hand  miller  by  extensively 
modifying  the  Vertical  Miterer.  Then 
we  designed  a  rotary  table  fixture  to 
finally  solve  the  problem.  That  same 
hand  miller  is  now  an  important  item 
in  the  machine  tool  trade.  Costs  are 
lowered  by  splitting  overhead  between 
two  lines,  benefitting  both.” 


.Another  new  product  which  Walter 
helped  design  was  a  time-saving  plate 
“^aw  with  automatic  feed.  This  was  of¬ 
fered  in  19.30.  By  completely  eliminat¬ 
ing  manual  squaring  up,  guesswork 
alignment,  tacking,  scoring,  beveling, 
trimming,  removing  burrs  and  using 
wedges,  the  new  plate  saw  reduced 
costly  finishing  time  in  preparing 
plates  for  printing. 

Although  Walter’s  55  years’  service 
constitutes  an  outstanding  record,  all  of 
Rouse’s  employees  seem  to  like  the 
company.  One  third  of  the  present 
employees  have  been  with  Rouse  for 
more  than  35  years,  two-thirds  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Loyalty 
and  satisfaction  thus  are  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception  at  H.  B. 
Rouse  &  Company. 

Even  after  55  years,  no  one  thinks  of 
Walter  as  an  oldtimer.  Unlike  most 
men  his  age,  he’s  kept  his  thinking 
modem.  There  is  no  hankering  after 
old  times.  He’s  strictly  right-up-to-the- 
minute.  That  is  the  most  outstanding 
thing  about  this  man.

ONCK  in  a  while  we  print  in  this  department  information  about 
the  results  some  printer  has  received  from  the  mailing  of  a  piece 
of  advertising.

“stunt”  that  will  bring  in  printing  orders.  F^very  once  in  a  while  a 
printer  does  hit  upon  a  theme  or  an  idea  that  gets  an  unusual  re- 
s|>onse  from  prosi>ects.  More  often,  however,  the  printer  who  mails 
his  message  every  month  to  a  printing  buyer  is  the  one  whose  adver¬ 
tising  really  jjays  off.  That  is,  j>erhaps,  the  reason  why  so  many 
printers  us<*  monthly  house  organs  or  monthly  blotters.  They  realize 
that  printing  is  a  product  which  is  needed  frequently  by  businessmen, 
and  the  successful  printer-advertiser  is  the  one  who  keeps  in  con¬ 
stant  monthly  touch  with  all  his  {>rosf)ects  and  customers  in  order 
to  be  Johnny-on-the-s|K>t  when  a  buyer  is  ready  to  place  an  order. 


Results  are  cumulative.  Results  are 
ol)taine«l  by  a  series  of  impressions 
made  over  a  period  of  time.  .\nd  there 
seems  to  be  no  easy  way  to  wear  down 
the  resistance  of  [irinting  buyers  or  to 
woo  them  away  from  their  present 
source  of  supply.  Tell  your  story  as 
interestingly  and  as  entertainingly  as 
possible,  and  tell  it  often.

66  West,  Lebanon,  Mo., 
uses  a  biblical  quotation  to  demon¬ 
strate  to  printing  buyers  that  it  believes 
in  the  Golden  Rule.  The  quotation  is 
from  Luke — “And  as  ye  would  that 
men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to 
them  likewise.”  The  only  other  copy  on 
the  blotter,  with  the  exception  of  the 
name  and  address  of  the  printer,  is  the 
sentence,  “.  .  .  the  very  foundation  of 
our  business.”  The  presswork  and  ty¬ 
pography  demonstrate  that  this  printer 
knows  how  to  turn  out  a  good  job. 

L.  H.  LANE  COMPANY,  67  Battery- 
march  St.,  Boston  10,  Mass.,  does  an 
outstanding  job  on  its  series  of  blot¬ 
ters.  The  current  one  shows  a  cartoon 
of  a  young  girl  with  finger  in  mouth 
and  a  quizzical  look  on  her  face.  The 
copy  reads,  “A  small  child  will  choose 
a  nickel  in  preference  to  a  dime  be¬ 
cause  it  is  larger  in  size.”  The  copy 
continues  to  develop  the  idea  that 
youngsters  many  times  don’t  realize  the 
worth  of  the  smaller  coin,  and  that 
some  printing  buyers  use  the  same 
logic  in  the  purchase  of  printing.  This 
blotter  is  attractive,  interesting,  and 
does  a  fine  job.

The  layout,  typography,  illustrations, 
and  the  use  of  color  show  that  this 
printer  knows  his  business. 

Another  excellent  printer  house  organ, 
but  simpler  in  layout  than  the  Schmidt 
job,  is  “The  Printsmith”  published 
monthly  by  SMITH  PRINTING  COM¬ 
PANY,  1011  N.  Sixth  St.,  Kansas  City 
1,  Kan.  This  house  organ  is  now  in  its 
14th  year,  and  no  doubt  has  survived 
all  of  these  years  because  it  creates 
business  for  the  publisher.  This  one 
contains  many  items  of  general  inter¬ 
est,  plus  short  jokes  and  sayings.

first  time  such  pictures  have  been 
transmitted  by  wirephoto  and  used  as 
black  and  whites  have  been  handled. 

Transmitting  the  Pictures 

The  process  of  transmission  was 
worked  out  by  Cobb  in  collaboration 
with  Gene  Harris,  Associated  Press 
wirephoto  technician.  Standard  wire- 
photo  equipment  was  used.  Larry 
.Mack,  wirephoto  technician,  played  an 
important  part  in  the  project  by  his 
handling  of  equipment  in  Oklahoma 
City. 

The  Oklahoman  used  a  leased  wire 
for  24  hours  the  day  of  the  game  for 
wirephoto.  Probably  another  record 
for  transmission  on  a  closed  circuit  was 
made  with  the  sending  of  122  pictures 
during  that  period.  Additional  pictures 
were  sent  on  previous  days.  Shots  were 
scaled  down  so  that  the  usual  load  was 
four  on  one  sheet,  and  occasionally  six 
or  eight  to  the  sheet. 

The  Photoengravings 

Dale  LeGate,  the  superintendent  of 
the  photoengraving  department,  pro¬ 
duced  color  proofs  of  other  jobs  to 
show  that  his  men  were  well  versed  in 
their  technique.  LeGate  said  that  re¬ 
touching  did  present  a  problem  and 
that  it  was  not  advisable  to  retouch 
an  area  in  more  than  one  photo.  For 
example,  the  sky  was  touched  up  to 
produce  a  deeper  blue  on  the  blue  sep¬ 
aration  only.  Other  plates  were  not 
touched  in  the  same  area.  Trying  to 
retouch  the  same  area  in  all  three 
shots  would  produce  register  trouble. 

The  Stereotypes 

The  proof  of  the  pudding  came  as 
the  castings  were  prepared  for  the 
pressroom.  Register  marks  were  lo¬ 


cated  within  the  halftone  areas,  and 
careful  casting  and  trimming  produced 
quality  plates.  H.  J.  Heller,  stereotype 
superintendent,  and  his  men  produced 
plates  with  a  minimum  of  variation. 
.Mats  were  carefully  shrunk,  and  the 
first  one  or  two  casts  were  discarded. 
Each  succeeding  cast  produced  a 
smaller  plate  as  the  mat  continued  to 
shrink.  When  it  was  felt  the  best  plate 
had  been  cast,  that  one  was  used.  Two 
plates  from  each  mat  were  used.  As  a 
usual  thing,  when  good  plates  are  ob¬ 
tained,  they  are  nickel-plated  to  insure 
their  lasting  through  the  pressrun. 

In  the  hustle  and  hustle  of  deadline 
and  mail  schedules,  the  press  crew  did 
a  fine  job.  H.  Benell,  press  superin¬ 
tendent,  and  his  men  delivered  a  fine 
product  at  high  speed.  Very  good  reg¬ 
ister  was  maintained  in  spite  of  high 
speed  and  variables  in  newsprint. 

The  Associated  Press  has  shown  con¬ 
siderable  interest  in  this  test  of  wire¬ 
photo  color  transmission.  It  is  likely 
that  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  extending  the  use  of  present 
equipment  to  include  spot  color  pic¬ 
tures  in  the  regular  course  of  news 
happenings.

PRINTING 

Quality

Ol’ALlTY  is  a  property  of  something  which  implies 
excellence  and  approaches  the  ideal.  Because  of  its 
intangibility  and  vagueness  it  is  difficult  to  determine. 

Establishing  quality  control  is  frequently  done  by  fix¬ 
ing  a  set  of  standards  or  measurements  and  comparing 
each  succeeding  like  item  to  these.  Three  means  of  con¬ 
trolling  quality  through  this  comparison  are  possible. 
First,  there  is  human  judgment,  which  is  accomplished  by 
an  exfiert.  Second,  there  is  instrumentation,  which  is  the 
automatic  or  semi-automatic  elimination  or  measurement 
by  mechanical  or  electronic  means.  Third,  there  is  the

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efficient  combination  of  human  judg¬ 
ment  and  instrumentation.  There  are 
two  main  goals  to  he  attained  hy  qual¬ 
ity  control:  first,  the  elimination  of 
sub  standard  products,  and  second,  the 
striving  for  perfection.  Furthermore, 
once  a  standard  is  set,  it  is  desirable  to 
maintain  that  standard  in  the  most  effi¬ 
cient  manner. 

(,)uality  control  can  be  applied  to  the 
field  of  graphic  arts,  but  there  are  some 
problems  peculiar  to  that  field  which 
set  it  apart  from  other  areas  of  mass 
production.  These  problems  are 
brought  about  by  the  fart  that  it  is  an 
art  as  well  as  science.  When  a  set  of 
standards  is  applied  to  a  process  or 
technique,  art  as  such  is  lessened. 

This  article  is  written  from  the  litho¬ 
graphic  stand|>oint,  but  there  would 
not  be  any  difficulty  in  transposing  it  to 
the  field  of  gra|>hic  arts  in  general. 

Where  Control  Begins 

Ouality  control  begins  with  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  co|)y  for  reproduction.  At 
the  beginning  of  every  job  there  are 
•  ertain  specifications  or  requirements 
to  be  met.  f^opy  can  range  from  the 
'-implest  of  line  work  such  as  forms  of 
type  matter  or  line  drawing  in  one  color 
to  the  c»implex  multicolor  and  process 
<-ob>r  reproductions. 

More  often  than  not  it  is  predeter¬ 
mined  what  the  lithographer  will  use 
fi)r  materials  in  his  reproductions,  and 
the  customer  and  supplier  will  have 
agree*!  upon  the  kind  of  paper  and  inks 
necessary  to  pnidiice  what  the  customer 
wants.  Also,  it  has  been  determined 
where  this  piece  of  printed  matter  will 
be  us*-<l.  Each  class  of  jtrinted  matter 
will  carry  with  it  a  set  of  general  s|)e- 
cifications,  and  the  production  must  fit 
these  primary  or  broad  set  of  limita¬ 
tions.  This  is  tt)  say  that  if  the  article 
is  an  illustration  for  a  magazine  it  will 
have  t*»  be  reproduced  with  a  certain 
carrying  power  an<l,  depending  on  the 


subject,  the  use  of  a  smooth  coated  pa¬ 
per  or  a  special  finish  paper. 

To  illustrate  further,  certain  deci¬ 
sions  must  be  made  as  to  what  inks 
will  be  used,  for  illustrations,  outdoor 
displays,  box  wraps,  food  cartons,  et 
cetera,  have  their  own  particular  ob¬ 
jectives  and  the  materials  are  .selected 
accordingly.  Then  having  agreed  upon 
these  essentials,  there  lies  ahead  the 
task  of  putting  these  materials  to¬ 
gether  to  make  the  so-called  “quality 
job.” 

Customer  Used  to  Rely  on  Printer 

There  was  a  time  when  the  customer 
relied  up«»n  the  printer  to  produce 
what  he,  the  jtrinter,  called  a  ({uality 
job.  This  has  changed  radically.  In 
the  early  <lays  it  was  often  the  duty  of 
fine  person,  a  buyer,  or  advertising  man¬ 
ager  of  a  company  to  pass  judgment 
upfin  whether  the  product  was  accept¬ 
able  or  not ;  some  customers  who  pro¬ 
vided  their  own  artwork  would  rely 
up<m  the  decision  or  approval  of  this 
artist  to  determine  whether  the  fin¬ 
ished  reproduction  was  good  enough. 
Freipjently,  the  creative  artist  and  the 
printer  would  become  involved  in  argu¬ 
ments  abfuit  what  could  be  reproduced 
with  the  specified  number  of  colors 
and  what  could  not  be  done.  Proving 
and  rejirfiving  had  to  be  done  before  an 
agreement  was  reached  and  the  prod¬ 
uct  accepted.  This  argument  was  re¬ 
newed  when  the  production  stage  was 
reached.  It  has  not  been  too  long  since 
the  creative  or  commercial  artist  re¬ 
alized  the  shortcomings  of  the  photo¬ 
mechanical  method  of  reproduction 
and  began  to  consider  his  palette  of 
colors  and  help  the  reproducer  of  color 
work. 

Ouality  control  was  exercised  hy  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  artist,  repro- 
ilucer  and  the  customer.  Each  used  his 
own  judgment  as  to  what  the  final  print 
should  be.  .Xs  a  result  there  were  fre- 
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fjuent  disagr****ments  as  to  what  the 
final  print  should  he  like. 

At  times  when  a  print  came  from  the 
press  that  was  not  exactly  like  the  orig¬ 
inal  or  the  accepted  proof,  hut  would 
have  a  certain  appeal  to  the  customer, 
he  might  rer|ijest  the  final  printing  to 
match  the  misprint  rather  than  the 
original.  True,  such  refjuests  hy  cus¬ 
tomers  were  infrequent  but  it  hap¬ 
pened  often  enough  to  cause  much 
c»)ncern  among  those  who  had  to  do 
the  reproductions.  Another  variation 
of  such  a  recjuest  would  he  for  the  cus¬ 
tomer  to  ask  that  the  reproduction  he 
of  a  different  over  all  hue,  such  as 
“more  to  the  blue  side”  than  the  orig¬ 
inal. 

In  relying  upon  the  comhined  deci¬ 
sions  of  these  three  individuals,  or  even 
•me,  many  jjrohlems  were  encountered. 
First,  what  are  we  to  use  as  a  stand¬ 
ard?  Secfmd,  who  is  to  judge  when  the 
result  is  the  right  amount  to  “the  blue 
side”?  Third,  how  are  the  plates  to 
he  made  so  as  to  produce  a  job  “on  the 
blue  side”?  Fourth,  how  is  the  press¬ 
man  to  go  about  his  makeready?  The 
result  was  a  hit-or-miss  proposition 
with  all  concerned.  .Sometimes  the  cus¬ 
tomer  was  happy  and  sometimes  he, 
while  not  rejecting  the  job,  was  greatly 
disappointed.  Quality  control  under 
such  conditions  was  very  difficult  be¬ 
cause  standardization  was  very  limited. 
Reliance  upon  one  person’s  judgment 
or  even  group  judgment  led  to  many 
production  difficulties.  For  a  long  time 
this  type  of  evaluation  existed  and  a 
certain  amount  continues  today. 

Effort  to  iliminate  Problems 

In  an  effort  to  eliminate  these  pro¬ 
duction  problems  some  firms  appointed 
one  or  more  persons  as  a  means  of  con¬ 
trolling  <|uality  of  their  printing.  The 
duty  of  this  pers<»n,  or  persons,  was  to 
maintain  the  standard  of  quality 
throughout  the  process.  This  is  done 


by  comparing  the  product  with  the 
standard,  the  OK’d  proof,  which  is  ob¬ 
tained  by  hand  press  or  by  production 
press  proving.  The  latter,  by  the  way, 
is  becoming  more  common.  Through 
this  comparison  of  the  job,  as  it  prog¬ 
resses  through  the  plant,  with  the 
OK'd  sanq>le,  contrcd  of  the  (juality 
of  the  job  is  maintained.  At  any  time 
when  the  job  is  below  standard  prog¬ 
ress  is  halted  until  the  work  returns 
to  the  specifications  set  for  it. 

Quality  control  goes  a  step  further. 
It  also  is  an  examination  of  the  raw 
materials  used  in  the  plant  to  see  that 
they  are  up  to  the  proper  standard  and 
if  not,  to  establish  how  and  in  what 
way  they  fail  to  meet  the  specifications. 
This  is  done  through  comparison  of  the 
various  products  with  previously  estab¬ 
lished  standards  t>r  by  means  of  meas¬ 
urement  with  appropriate  instruments 
of  the  various  physical  and  chemical 
properties  which  in  turn  are  compared 
to  a  standard.  In  maintaining  control 
of  the  quality  of  printed  material  hu¬ 
man  judgment  is  (juite  commonly  used. 
It  is  an  arduous  task  for  one  person  to 
evaluate  and  appraise  a  printing  job  as 
it  progresses  through  the  various  com¬ 
plex  stages. 

Centraliied  and  Decentralised 
Quality  Control 

Two  forms  of  ({uality  control  are  pos¬ 
sible — centralized  and  decentralized. 
In  centralized  quality  control  the  prod¬ 
uct  is  brought  to  ••ne  place  for  inspec¬ 
tion  at  the  various  stages  of  production. 
This  is  possible  only  in  the  smaller 
plants  or  in  trade  shops  where  only 
part  of  the  process  is  executed.  On  the 
•tther  hand,  decentralized  quality  con¬ 
trol  is  just  as  inipractical.  This  re- 
•juires  that  inspections  be  made  by  one 
or  more  individuals  at  the  various 
points  in  the  production  line,  and 
there  is  the  problem  of  one  individual 
being  everywhere  at  once  or  having 
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many  quality  rxpt'rts  at  the  proper 
points. 

Ikith  centralized  and  decentralized 
quality  control  are  successful  to  a  de¬ 
gree  hut  each  has  its  problems  that  re¬ 
duce  its  efficiency.  .\s  it  is  rare  to  have 
all  t’le  skills  embodied  in  one  individ¬ 
ual,  it  is  also  rare  to  have  several  per¬ 
sons  agree  on  what  is  a  good  product. 
As  was  noted  in  the  foregoing  para- 
gra|ihs,  when  there  are  many  opinions, 
as  there  can  he  in  such  a  controversial 
field  as  the  graphic  arts,  it  is  readily 
apparent  that  near  chaos  can  result. 

The  Customer  is  Learning 

Today,  through  the  multitude  of  edu- 
(ational  pn)grams  spons*)red  hy  the 
graphic  arts  industry,  and  with  the 
revolutionary  effects  of  two  full  scale 
wars  on  the  demands  of  the  industry, 
people  know  more  about  printing  in 
general  than  at  any  time  in  history. 
Hence,  the  customer  is  becoming  more 
sympathetic  with  the  problems  of  the 
reproductionist,  but  also  is  much  more 
critical  of  his  purchase.  He,  the  cus¬ 
tomer,  has  become  cognizant  of  the 
(apabilities  of  the  various  forms  of 
printing  and  is  taking  more  advantage 
of  each  kind  for  the  various  products. 
As  a  result  the  graphic  arts  field  has 
two  Iwtards  of  (juality  control  to  con¬ 
tend  with  -his  own,  and  that  of  the 
customer.  The  size  of  the  customer  and 
supplier  involved  determines  the  extent 
to  which  this  (piality  control  reaches  in 
size,  number  of  individuals  involved, 
and  the  degree  of  detail  which  (juality 
control  attains. 

An  example  of  the  lengths  to  which 
these  boards  of  critics  can  reach  is  seen 
in  the  increased  number  of  proofs  re¬ 
quested  by  some  of  the  larger  custom¬ 
ers,  and  the  number  of  reprovings  re- 
(|uired  to  obtain  the  OK  before  going 
into  production.  The  greater  number 
of  proofs  are  submitted  for  appraisal 
to  the  various  experts  of  the  customer. 


Use  of  Instruments 

Recently  there  has  been  the  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  instruments  to  aid  persons  in¬ 
volved  in  quality  control.  This  instru¬ 
mentation  has  helped  the  large  and  the 
small  producer  of  printed  matter,  as 
well  as  the  large  and  small  purchaser. 
One  factor  is  the  cost  involved.  Instru¬ 
ments  re(|uire  only  the  initial  payment 
plus  maintenance  as  against  the  labor 
cost  of  hiring  and  keeping  the  quality 
ex|)ert.  True,  the  larger  printing  com¬ 
panies  utilize  both,  but  now  the  small 
trade  specialist  can  exercise  (juality 
control  on  the  various  phases  of  pro¬ 
duction  without  the  tremendous  ex¬ 
pense  of  having  to  sacrifice  the  super¬ 
visory  efficiency  or  the  hiring  of  several 
({uality  specialists.  Instrumentation  is 
becoming  more  and  more  im[>ortant  in 
the  field  of  ({uality  control.  To  list  a 
few  of  the  more  important  reasons: 

1.  It  is  relatively  cheap. 

2.  In  certain  respects  it  is  more  ac¬ 
curate,  consistent,  and  precise. 

.1.  it  eliminates  prejudice. 

4.  It  pniduces  a  set  of  statistics  from 
which  useful  conclusions  may  be  drawn 
upon  for  future  changes  in  technique 
and  the  general  process. 

.S.  It  allows  the  formation  of  a  group 
of  standards  from  which  better  prod¬ 
ucts  can  be  made  in  the  future. 

6.  Instruments  which  assess  and 
measure  any  given  i)hase  can  be  utilized 
by  more  printing  organizations.  In 
other  words,  both  large  and  small 
shops  can  have  (]uality  control. 

Today,  more  than  ever,  there  are 
metre  instruments  on  the  market  and 
being  developed  for  more  facets  of  the 
graphic  arts  than  at  any  time  in  its  his¬ 
tory.  Densitometers  are  utilized  by 
photographers  to  evaluate  the  tone 
range  of  the  copy  and  their  photo¬ 
graphic  transparencies,  positive  and 
negative,  thus  produce  more  accurate 
and  uniform  results.  The  sensitivity 
guide  enables  the  platemaker  to  evalu- 
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ate  his  processinfi  more  accurately.  The 
inkometer  aids  in  maintaining  more 
uniform  press  inks  during  the  run.  Pa¬ 
per  hygrosct)pes,  pick  testers,  curl  test¬ 
ers,  et  cetera,  help  in  predicting  the 
printing  characteristics  of  paper.  Ulti¬ 
mately  there  is  the  possibility  of  a 
push-button  production  of  printed  ma¬ 
terial  through  the  proper  application 
of  instrumentation.  The  reduction  of 
the  human  element  of  (]uality  evalua¬ 
tion  does  not  and  will  not  mean  that 
there  sh*)uld  he  no  human  criticism, 
because  there  is  still  no  machine  that 
can  think  or  predict  in  the  sense  that 
man  does. 

Another  factor  that  has  led  to  the 
use  of  more  and  more  instruments  to 
measure  (|uality  and  its  many  facets  is 
specialization.  This  is  felt  much  more 
today  due  to  the  speeding  up  of  pro¬ 
duction  and  the  application  of  more 
and  larger  multicolor  printing  presses. 
It  is  almost  compulsory  to  l)e  certain 
that  the  paper  and  inks  and  press- 
plates  are  jcroperly  coordinated  and 
will  produce  the  desired  results  at  the 
start  of  a  run  because  makeready  and 
material  preparation  are  very  expensive 
for  these  large  units.  The  customer  is 
not  responsible  for  mistakes  in  any¬ 
thing  other  than  the  copy  submitted. 
Making  of  plates,  color  matching,  and 
paper  stock  are  in  the  main  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  printer,  and  when  one  of 
these  is  not  done  properly  there  is  ad¬ 
ditional  expense.  Instruments  have 
been  devehtped  that  aid  in  the  match¬ 
ing  of  inks,  control  of  paper  color,  et 
cetera,  and  reduce  the  likelihood  of 
mistakes  of  poor  human  judgment  in 
these  phases,  because  they  are  not 
prejudiced  and  give  independent 
answers  even  though  it  he  only  a  com¬ 
parative  answer. 

(,)uality  control  is  no  longer  the 
judgment  of  one  expert  or  group  of  ex¬ 
perts,  hut  is  the  efficient  utilization  of 
intth  human  and  instrumental  measure¬ 
ment  of  the  printed  material.  It  occurs 


throughout  any  given  printing  process 
and  not  at  the  final  stage  where  only- 
pi  event  ive  measures  can  be  taken  on 
future  similar  jobs,  which  seldom  hap¬ 
pens  in  the  photomechanical  reproduc¬ 
tion  medium.  Con'rol  by  instruments 
of  the  many  variables  involved  in  any 
phase  of  the  graphic  arts  enables  the 
craftsman  to  contend  with  a  more  spe¬ 
cialized  job,  and  being  thus  unbur¬ 
dened  of  many  variables  can  do  a  bet¬ 
ter  job  faster  and  cheaper  than  if  he 
has  to  make  allowances  for  a  multitude 
of  variables. 

Today  the  graphic  arts  industry  is 
producing  more  and  better  products 
more  cheaply  than  ever.  To  maintain 
this  pace  (]uality  control  must  be  exer- 
ci'^ed  to  a  greater  extent.  This  can  be 
done  by  using  instruments,  electronic 
and  mechanical,  together  with  human 
judgment  for  the  evaluation,  setting 
and  maintaining  the  standards  of  excel¬ 
lence. 

With  the  increased  utilization  of 
larger,  speedier,  and  much  more  ver¬ 
satile,  complex  machinery  throughout 
the  industry,  it  is  becoming  more  nec¬ 
essary  to  have  personnel  trained  in  all 
the  phases  of  any  given  printing  me¬ 
dium  to  perform  in  the  capacity  of 
quality  control.  These  persons  must  be 
capable  of  not  only  judging  excellence 
of  their  product  but  must  also  evalu¬ 
ate  the  quality  of  the  materials  and 
techniques  used  to  produce  that  prod¬ 
uct.  Furthermore,  because  of  this  in¬ 
creased  pace  more  specialization  among 
the  craftsmen,  artists,  platemakers, 
[(hotographers,  pressmen  and  so  forth 
is  increasing.  Hence,  a  technician, 
through  the  means  of  instruments  and 
shrewd  judgment,  must  coordinate  all 
phases  of  any  particular  printing  me¬ 
dium  to  yield  the  best  reproduction. 

When  a  printer  finds  his  job  becom¬ 
ing  routine — he  should  get  out  of  the 
business.

An  ini|M)rtant  aid  to  the  lithofrrapher  and  gravure 
engraver  is  the  use  of  dia/,otyp<*  film  for  quick  and 
economical  color  proving.  DiazotyjM*  film  makes  it  prac¬ 
ticable  to  check  positive  color  se|)arations  before  plates 
are  made,  thereby  cutting  down  proving  time,  and  reduc¬ 
ing  the  frequency  of  re-making  plates. 

Diazotype  film  consists  of  a  clear  cellulose-acetate  base 
with  a  light-sensitive  coating.  There  are  two  basic  ingre¬ 
dients  present  in  the  coating;  (  1  )  a  “Diazonium  salt.” 
and  (2l  a  coupler.  The  Diazonium  salt,  commonly  called 
a  “diazo,”  combines  w  ith  the  coupler  under  certain  condi¬ 
tions  to  form  a  dye,  the  color  of  which  is  determined  by 
the  choice  of  coupler.  Continued  on  poge  78

The  (liazo  is  lijiht  yellow  in  color. 
It  is  the  light-sensitive  component  of 
the  coating  formula.  The  coupler  is 
colorless.  As  the  diazo  and  coupler  do 
not  combine  readily  in  an  acid  environ¬ 
ment,  a  mild  acid,  such  as  citric  acid, 
is  included  in  the  coating  formula  to 
lirevent  premature  coupling.  All  three 
elements  are  jtresent  in  the  coating  on 
the  acetate  when  the  film  is  sold.  There¬ 
fore,  the  <olor  separation  specialist 
does  not  have  to  add  any  chemicals  or 
mix  any  soluti«»ns  in  firder  to  process 
a  diazo  him. 

Sensitive  to  Ultraviolet  Light 

When  ultraviolet  light  strikes  a  diazo 
mole<'ule,  it  loses  two  atoms  of  nitro¬ 
gen,  and  is  decomposed  into  a  new, 
chemically  inactive  compound  which 
cannot  combine  with  the  coupler  to 
form  a  dye.  This  light-sensitive  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  diazf)  is  the  basis  of  the 
diazoty[»e  process  of  reproduction. 

To  make  a  diazo  color  print,  the 
diazotype  film  is  ex[»osed  to  ultraviolet 
light  through  a  color  separation  posi¬ 
tive.  ^^'here  the  sensitized  diazo  him  is 


not  protected  by  the  image  on  the  posi¬ 
tive,  light  passes  through  and  “burns 
out”  the  diazo.  The  exposed  him  is 
then  subjected  to  an  alkaline,  ammonia 
va[)or  atmosjihere,  where  the  weak  acid 
in  the  coating  is  counteracted,  and  the 
diazo  which  was  not  decomposed  by 
the  ultraviolet  light  combines  with  the 
coupler  to  form  a  positive  image.  The 
result  is  a  transparent  positive  repro¬ 
duction  of  the  separation  positive  in 
color. 

Reproduces  Process  Colors 

liy  using  different  cou[»lers  in  the 
coating  formulas,  it  is  possible  for  the 
manufacturer  to  produce  hlnis  of  many 
iliflerent  colors.  For  color  proving,  the 
process  colors  of  magenta,  cyan  and 
yellow  are  used,  in  combination  with 
black.  Red  is  sometimes  used  instead 
of  magenta. 

I'he  use  of  diazo  type  hlms  for  color 
proving  has  been  a  recognized  device 
for  several  years.  In  the  past,  because 
of  the  difficulty  in  matching  diazo 
I'olors,  both  in  hue  anif  intensity,  to 
the  variety  of  inks  used,  considerable

interpretation  was  necessary  in  order 
to  derive  any  real  information  from 
diazo  films.  Recent  improvements  in 
the  diazotype  process  have  developed 
diazo  colors  to  a  point  where  they  are 
rernarkahly  close  to  the  process  inks. 

In  addition,  a  new  technique  has 
been  developed  l»y  the  Tecnifax  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Holyoke,  Massachu.setts,  a 
manufacturer  of  diazotype  materials, 
which  makes  it  easier  for  the  color 
specialist  to  select  the  diazo  color  in¬ 
tensities  which  will  most  closely  match 
the  inks  he  plans  to  use.  Through  this 
techni(jue,  the  intensity  of  the  dye 
image  can  he  varied  between  maximum 
color  intensity  (no  exposure)  and  zero 
color  intensity  (full  exposure)  by  in¬ 
creasing  or  decreasing  the  length  of 
exposure  to  ultraviolet  light. 

Preparation  of  Color  Strips 

This  princi|)le  is  used  to  provide  a 
range  of  color  intensities,  giving  great¬ 
er  latitude  tr»  the  color  separation 
specialist  when  he  matches  the  diazo 
colors  with  his  inks.  The  first  step  is 
to  cut  strips,  one  inch  wide  by  eleven 
inches  long,  from  sheets  of  the  diazo 
color  films  to  he  used.  These  strips  are 
then  mounted  in  parallel  positions  on 
a  sheet  of  opaque  black  paper.  The 
diazo  strips  are  then  covered  by  twelve 
strips  of  opacpie  black  paper,  ap|iroxi- 
mately  three-quarters  of  an  inch  wide, 
mounted  at  right  angles  to  the  diazo 
film  strips. 

This  assembly  is  mounted  on  the 
face  of  the  glass  of  a  vacuum  frame. 
The  first  black  paper  strip  is  then  re¬ 
moved.  and  the  assembly  is  exp»>sed 
to  the  arc  lamp  for  ten  seconds.  (The 
ten-second  figure  is  used  as  an  example 
—  the  actual  exjMisure  unit  will  he  »le- 


determined  by  the  intensity  of  the  arc 
used.)  The  second  strip  of  black  paper 
is  then  removed,  and  another  ten-sec¬ 
ond  exposure  is  made.  This  procedure 
is  repeated  until  only  black  strip  re¬ 
mains.  The  four  diazo  film  strips  then 
developed  in  an  ammonia  vapor,  which 
can  he  provided  by  a  pickle-jar  and  a 
sponge  full  of  aiiua-ammonia. 

Degrees  of  Intensity 

After  development,  the  four  diazo 
strips  will  show  a  step-wise  increase  in 
intensity  from  zero  to  maximum.  .Maxi¬ 
mum  intensity  is  reached  under  the 
last  sections  on  the  strips,  which  were 
protected  at  all  times  by  the  black 
paper  strip.  If  there  are  fewer  than 
eight  distinguishable  steps,  the  expos¬ 
ure  unit  is  too  great  and  should  he  re¬ 
duced.  If  there  is  no  clear  film  step 
representing  zero  intensity,  the  expos¬ 
ure  unit  is  too  short  and  should  he 
lengthened.  The  sec»»nd  try  usually 
yields  the  <lesire<l  results.  If  twelve 
black  strips  are  used,  and  ten-second 
exposure  units  are  made,  the  sections 
will  re<’eive  the  following  exposure  in 
the  order  on  bottom  of  this  page. 

The  clear  (zero  density)  area  should 
occur  between  8  and  110  secitnds.  Once 
a  satisfactory  set  of  color  strips  has 
been  prepared,  it  will  serve  as  a  guide 
for  color  proving  indefinitely,  unless 
the  arc  is  changed.  It  need  not  he 
duplicated  for  suhsetjuent  proving. 

The  diazo  color  strips  are  now  com¬ 
pared  to  process  ink  swatches  on  white 
paper.  That  intensity  f«>r  each  color  is 
selected  which  most  nearly  matches 
the  ink  samples,  and  the  length  of  ex¬ 
posure  (“flash  time”)  which  yielded 
this  intensity  is  noted.  The  “(lash  time” 
is  then  suhstracted  frotn  the  time  nec-

ehsary  to  produce  the  first  clear  ( zero 
intensity)  section — the  difference  is 
the  “exposure  time.” 

Color  Proving 

\X  ith  this  information,  the  color 
separation  specialist  is  ready  to  prove 
a  set  of  separations,  (iolor  pruvin(c  is 
accomplished  hy  first  placint:  a  sheet 
of  yellow  diazo  film  in  the  vacuum 
frame  and  exposinjj  with  the  arc  lamp 
at  the  “flash  time"  determined  for  the 
selected  intensity  of  that  color.  This 
“flashinft”  decomposes  some  of  the 
diazo  molecules,  hut  enoujjh  are  left 
to  produce  the  desired  intensity.  The 
yell<»w  positive  separation  is  then 
placed  over  the  diazo  film  and  exposed 
attain  to  the  arc  lamp  for  the  specified 
“exposure  time.”  The  second  exposure 
decomposes  the  remainder  of  the  dia/.o 
molecules,  except  those  protected  hv 
the  ima^'e  on  the  positive  separation. 

The  diaz.o  film  is  then  developed  in 
ammonia  vapor,  and  the  result  is  a 
positive  reproduction  of  the  separation 
in  the  desired  intensity  «)f  yellow.  If 
the  print  is  satisfactt>ry,  the  same  pro¬ 
cedure  is  followed  for  the  magenta, 
cyan  and  hlack  films.  hen  all  four 
prints  are  completed,  they  can  he  com¬ 
pared  with  the  separation  p«»sitives,  and 
when  they  are  superimposed  and  regis¬ 
tered  over  a  sheet  of  white  |)aper,  they 
give  an  excellent  indication  of  how  the 
final  printed  joh  will  look.  The  diazo 
color  overlay  not  only  serves  as  a 
means  of  checking  and  correcting  the 
separations,  hut  also  makes  a  good  full- 
color  proof  to  show  to  the  client.  The 
diazo  film  colors  are  very  close  to  proc¬ 
ess  inks,  and  although  they  re(juire 
some  interpretation,  the  difference  is 
minor  and  constant.  The  entire  process 
of  diazotype  proving  is  simple  and 
easy  to  perform — actually,  it  is  much 
easier  to  do  than  to  describe. 

The  only  e(juipment  necessary  is  the 
vacuum  frame  and  arc  light  normally 


used  to  make  plates,  and  an  ammonia 
developer.  Development  can  he  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  developing  section 
of  a  commercial,  ammonia-developing 
diazotype  machine,  or  a  simple  develop¬ 
er  may  he  improvised  hy  utilizing  an 
ai/tight  container  in  which  a  small 
amount  of  aqua-ammonia  (28”)  has 
been  allowed  to  evaporate.  No  dark¬ 
rooms  are  required  for  the  processing 
of  diazo  films.  They  can  be  handled  in 
diffused  daylight  and  under  normal 
artificial  lighting.  However,  they  should 
not  he  subjected  to  excessive  fluores¬ 
cent  light,  or  [trematurely  exposed  to 
the  rays  of  an  arc  lamp. 

New  Guide  Simplifies  Process 

The  use  of  diazotype  film  is  growing 
rapidly  as  color  separation  specialists 
discover  that  a  little  experience  with 
the  film  enables  them  to  cut  down  prov¬ 
ing  time  and  make  corrections  before 
plates  are  made.  .Many  lithographers, 
gravure  engravers  and  color  separation 
shops  are  now  using  diazotype  color 
films  with  very  gfM)d  results.  Some  of 
the  firms  that  are  using  the  process 
are:  The  Veritone  Company,  The  Re- 
gensteiner  (Corporation,  Chicago  Off¬ 
set  Printing  Company,  and  Photopress, 
Inc.,  all  of  (Chicago;  and  Western  Print¬ 
ing  and  Lithographing  Company  of 
Racine,  Wisconsin.  The  new  technicjue 
for  simplifying  color  proving,  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  this  article,  is  incorporated 
in  a  color  separation  guide  which  is 
now  available  at  no  cost  to  lithograph¬ 
ers  and  gravure  engravers,  hy  applica¬ 
tion  to  Tecnifax  Corporation,  Holyoke, 
Massachusetts.

11  trellis  to  inr  that  iai  too  little  thought  and  planning 
is  {iixen  to  the  inks  that  are  used  in  some  pressrooms. 
Many  lithograph  shops  invest  hundre<ls  (»f  thousands  of 
dollars  in  e(|uipm(‘tit  and  supplies,  and  most  of  their 
o|)erations  reflect  ext<Misive  planning  and  study,  hut  their 
ink  usa^e  is  still  a  hit-and-miss,  haphazard  affair. 

It  is  true  that  tnany  of  the  larfjer  shops  have  installed 
their  own  ink  mills  and  employ  inkmakers  to  make  their 
ir»ks.  It  is  true  also  that  many  shops  huy  all,  or  almost 
all,  of  their  colors  matched  from  their  ink  supplier. 

The  former  tjiethod  is  a  very  intelligent,  efficient  way 
of  handling  ink  problems,  if  the  shop  is  large  enough, 
and  the  ink  consumption  is  large  enough  to  warrant  such 
expenditure,  hut  the  financial  burden  of  such  an  arrange-

The  latter  methofl  satisfactf)ry  in¬ 
sofar  as  saving  time  and  labor  in  the 
pressroom.  It  does,  however,  have 
many  tlrawharks.  F<iremost  among 
them  is  cost.  Secondly,  the  problem  of 
estimating  ink  <'<insufnj>tion  on  a  job 
is  sometimes  difficult.  If  the  ink  is  a 
little  too  weak,  or  the  paper  a  little 
more  absorbent  than  was  anticipated, 
and  you  run  out  of  ink  with  a  small 
part  of  the  job  to  finish,  expensive 
down  time  on  the  press  while  waiting 
for  more  ink  can  make  the  difference 
between  profit  and  loss  on  the  job. 

( ionvi-rsely,  if  loo  rnucfi  ink  is  or¬ 
dered.  it  iloesn'l  lake  long  to  pile  up  a 
large  inventory  of  “dead”  ink. 

Instituting  a  Program 

.Since  none  of  these  procedures  is 
desiralde.  it  follows  that  the  logical 
thing  to  do  is  to  institute  a  program  of 
purchasing  and  hamlling  inks  that  will 
eliminate  these  problems. 

I  shall  attempt  to  outline  one  that 
1  have  found  to  work  very  satisfactory. 
Naturally,  an  understanding  of  inks 
and  their  different  ifualities  is  essential. 

I  do  think  the  conditions  I  have  men¬ 
tioned  above  are  gradually  causing  the 
handling  of  inks  and  color  matching 
to  become  a  lost  art  in  some  press¬ 
rooms. 

Much  of  this  knowledge  »-an  he 
gained  through  books  and  practical 
courses  that  are  available  to  most 
prcsMiicii  Kxperience,  of  course,  is  a 
wonderful  tcaidier.  .\  gooil  source  of 
edmalion  on  inks  is  usually  your  ink 
supplier. 

In  choosing  inks  to  stock,  I  think  it 
is  In-st  to  buy  inks  that  are  made  of 
only  one  basic  pigment. 

.After  your  choice  of  inks  has  been 
made,  get  infortnation  from  your  ink 
supplier  as  to  ipialities  of  permanency, 
printing  ipiality,  etc. 


Once  you  have  determined  this  you 
are  never  at  a  loss  as  to  the  inks  from 
which  to  mix  a  <o|or  to  obtain  the  de¬ 
sired  results.  This  knowledge  also  is  a 
great  help  in  mati  hing  colors  to  perfec¬ 
tion.  Tor  instance,  if  you  match  a 
color  with  three  basic  inks  and  only 
one  of  the  three  is  very  strong  and 
permanent  as  opposed  to  two  that  are 
weak  and  fugitive,  the  strong,  perma¬ 
nent  ink  will  “fall  back”  upon  drying 
less  than  the  other  two. 

With  a  total  of  about  sixteen  to 
twenty  inks  on  your  shelf,  plus  reduc¬ 
ers  and  driers,  you  can  match  any  shade 
of  any  cidor,  regardless  of  overtones 
or  undertones.  In  some  cases  you  will 
be  limited  iti  matching  colors.  For  in¬ 
stance,  if  you  are  printing  a  soap  wrap¬ 
per,  you  can  use  only  those  pigments 
that  are  alkali-proof;  or,  if  you  are 
printing  a  display  card  that  would  he 
exposed  to  strong  sunlight,  you  should 
restrict  your  inks  to  those  that  are 
permanent.  The  great  advantage  in 
knowing  this  is  obvious. 

If  the  customer  submits  a  certain 
<  olor  sample,  you  can  tell  him  imme¬ 
diately  the  c(dor  may  have  to  be 
changed  slightly  in  order  to  gain  a 
more  desirable  (piality  on  the  finished 
job.  This,  of  course,  is  preferable  to 
disappointing  the  customer  or  to  run 
the  risk  of  losing  an  account. 

.Another  advantage  of  mixing  your 
own  <'olors  is  the  first-hand  control  you 
have  over  them.  Kven  the  very  best 
c<dor  matchers  do  not  get  an  exact 
color  match  every  time.  It  may  look 
p«'rfect  on  the  “tap  out"  but  appear  a 
bit  off  on  the  [irinted  sheet.  It  is  no 
problem  to  c  hange  it  if  you  have  mixed 
it  in  your  own  shop. 

A  ou  should  employ  a  very  good  hal- 
anc*-  scale  and  keep  it  clean,  perfectly 
balanced  ami  in  good  condition  at  all 
times.  .Always  weigh  every  ingredient 
in  every  batch  with  the  utmost  care 
and  ke»-p  exa<  t  written  formulae.

I  ncle  Sam  now  makes  month-by- 
month  surveys  of  unemployment,  |)inpointing  the  most  troubling  areas 
so  that  action  might  be  taken,  when  possible.

Supply  and  demand  works  only  theo¬ 
retically  with  money  these  days. 

The  administration  is  (juite  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  effects  of  its  “sound- 
money”  policy.

In  other  millions 
of  families,  the  head  of  the  house  gets 
no  “overtime,”  so  the  tightening  up  has 
hit  in  those  hrtmes.  In  still  other  rases, 
there  is  unemployment,  or  derreased 
income  through  retirement.  Payments 
in  wages  and  salaries  are  off  some  |6 
billion  from  a  year  ago — and  that’s 
<|uite  a  slah  of  money  to  take  ou'.  of  the 
purchasing  total. 

The  saddest  part  of  the  “sound 
money”  policy-  from  the  standpoint  of 
businessmen  as  well  as  that  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  is  that,  while  it  was  re¬ 
versed,  its  repercussions  cannot  he  dis¬ 
counted.  The  higher  cost  of  money  last 
year  now  is  being  reflected  in  higher 
utility  rates  (electric,  gas  and  trans¬ 
port  )  in  many  areas.  It  also  is  being 
reflected  in  a  more  cautious  psychology 
among  those  who  had  plans  made,  but 
now  have  deferred  these  plans. 

.\s  a  result,  tin*  tightening  up  seems 
likely  to  continue.  This  does  not — and 
need  not — harbinger  a  severe  economic 
blow,  hut  it  may  mean  a  real  squeeze 
in  every  line  of  business.  The  challenge 
for  jcrinting  management  still  is  to  get 
the  “water”  out  of  every  possible  opera¬ 
tion  and  to  get  things  done  faster, 
cheaper,  and  at  less  cost  in  every  sin¬ 
gle  operation.  Only  in  this  way  ran  a 
businessman  survive  in  this  highly  com¬ 
petitive  situation. 

Better  Labor-Monagement  Relations 

•M.THOIIGII  printing  unions  this 
year  again  may  seek  increases— as  is 
traditional — and  there  may  he  some 
employer  stiffening  on  this  point,  the 
truth  is  that  the  changed  economic  cli¬ 
mate  of  recent  days  seems  to  have  had 
a  good  effect  on  labor-management  re¬ 
lations. 

During  the  first  quarter,  there  were 
fewer  work  stoppages  due  to  labor-man¬ 
agement  difficulties  than  in  any  quar¬ 
ter  since  19.S0.  F'ew  big  unions  had 


pulled  '-trikes,  and  the  average  number 
of  work  stoppages  for  the  nation  as  a 
whole  was  around  400  a  month,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics, 
U.  S.  Department  of  I.almr. 

This  may  he  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
<’ost  of  living  has  remained  stable  for 
such  a  long  period.  While  there  have 
been  fluctuations  by  fractions  of  per¬ 
centage  points — up  and  down — over  the 
past  l.T  months,  actually  there  has  been 
a  remarkable  stability  in  the  cost  of  liv¬ 
ing  during  that  period.  Take-home  pay 
has  had  a  well-defined  buying  power 
that  hasn’t  changed  greatly  on  a  dollar 
basis  and  does  not  seem  likely  to.  While 
nobody  contemplates  price  slides  of 
I’onsequence,  few  people  are  looking 
for  price  increases  of  consequence. 

In  another  way,  the  seeds  of  labor- 
management  peace  seem  to  he  hearing 
fruit.  orkers  in  industry  and  business 
are  having  fewer  accirlents  than  ever 
before,  relative  to  the  total  number  of 
man-hours  worked,  of  course. 

.Another  result  of  the  tightening  up 
is  that  there  is  less  absenteeism  than 
usual  in  business  and  industry.  The 
average  man  do«*sn’t  want  to  run  a  risk 
of  losing  income,  or  his  job,  at  least 
until  the  Christmas  hills  have  been 
r  leaned  up. 

Democrats  Oppose  Postal  Bill 

.ALTHOl’GH  only  time  will  tell  the 
full  story  on  the  administration’s  much- 
publicized  postal  hill,  many  observers 
here  believe  that  Minority  Leader  John 
McCormack  (1).  Mass)  administered 
the  roitp  lie  glare  to  the  legislation 
when  he  announced  that  the  Democrats 
would  oppose  it  virtually  en  masse. 

If  enacted,  the  administration’s  rate 
on  newspaper  and  other  mailings  com¬ 
ing  within  the  .second  class  would  go 
up  10  per  cent  in  each  of  the  next  three 
fiscal  years.  It  would  he  another  three- 
year  plan,  in  effect.

increases  took  effect  on  April  1. 

If  the  House  of  Representatives  does 
pass  the  postal  measure,  it  still  faces  a 
substantial  amount  of  opposition  in  the 
Senate,  where  Senator  Frank  Carlson 
<R.-Kan.)  seems  to  be  dead  set  against 
it.  The  I)emo<rats  actually  are  in  the 
majority  in  the  Senate  (with  the  help 
of  Senator  Wayne  Morse,  the  Oregon 
Independent),  and,  if  they  make  it  a 
party  matter  to  vote  against  the  postal 
increase,  it  is  dead. 

Good  Paper  Supply  Prospects 

DEVELOPMENTS  in  the  paper  and 
newsprint  industry  indicate  that  there 
is  scant  likelihood  of  tightness  in  sup- 
idy-demand  this  year,  and  that  there  is 
almost  no  chance  of  a  shortage  of  any 
kind  developing. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  develop¬ 
ments  indicating  a  long-range  increase 
of  supjdies  in  the  II.  S.,  although  these 
are  not  as  marked  as  some  Congress¬ 
men  would  like.  The  number  of  pro¬ 
jected  newsprint  and  paper  mills  for 
the  (I.  .S.  is  measured  in  a  dozen  or  so, 
while  some  C«)ngressmen  would  like  to 
see  the  contemplated  program  doubled 
or  tripled. 

The  four-year-old  Coosa  River  News¬ 
print  Com|)any  in  Alabama  will  invest 
1.3  million  within  two  years  in  an  ex¬ 
pansion  program,  directors  of  the  proj¬ 
ect  have  decided.  Design  and  engineer¬ 
ing  work  soon  will  be  completed  to  in¬ 
crease  capacity  of  the  mill  by  20.0(X) 
to  2.3.0(X)  tons  annually,  when  the  new 
work  is  done. 

Besides  expansion  in  this  country — 
which  is  nothing  compared  to  what  had 
been  hoped  for  by  many — various  Latin 
•American  nations  are  speeding  up  their 
newsprint  and  paper  production  plans. 
Chile  is  the  latest  of  those  “south  of 
the  border”  countries  to  announce  its 
intention  of  building  a  new  mill  and 
kraft  pulp  plant.  The  Development  Cor¬ 


poration,  a  Chilean  government  agency, 
said  it  will  announce  plans  this  year 
for  seven  pulp  mills,  besides  projects 
already  scheduled. 

Prices  are  remaining  stable  in  the 
newsprint  and  paper  field.  The  biggest 
reason  for  this,  it  is  said,  is  increased 
efficiencies  in  logging,  pulping  and 
manufacturing  in  the  newsprint  and 
paftei  mills.  A  terrific  effort  has  been 
made  and  is  continuing — to  prevent 
any  more  price  rises. 

New  Wage  and  Hour  Actions 

THE  \Sage  and  Hour  and  Public 
Contracts  Divisions,  IJ.  S.  Department 
of  Labor,  has  taken  three  important  ac¬ 
tions.  illiam  R.  .McComb,  Adminis¬ 
trator  of  the  two  divisions,  announced 
the  changes. 

The  first  action  concerned  the  Wage 
anil  Hour  and  Public  Contracts  Divi¬ 
sions’  (Misitions  on  how  the  Fair  Labor 
.Standard  Act’s  exemptions  for  retail 
and  service  establishtnents  apply  also 
to  commercial  stationers  and  school 
supply  distributors. 

The  exemptions  provide  that  all  em¬ 
ployees  of  an  establishment — except 
those  who  make  or  process  goods — are 
exempt  from  the  statutory  minimum 
wage  and  overtime  pay  provisions  if  the 
establishment  makes  more  than  .30  per 
cent  of  its  sales  within  the  state  and 
can  show  that  at  least  7.3  per  cent  of  its 
total  annual  dollar  volume  of  sales  are 
not  for  resale  and  are  rec  ognized  as  re¬ 
tail  sales  in  the  particular  industry. 

If  a  commercial  stationery  store 
meets  the  tests,  all  its  employees  are 
exempt  except  those  engaged  in  print¬ 
ing  or  engraving.  While  the  latter  em¬ 
ployees  are  excluded,  there  is  a  toler¬ 
ance  for  certain  auxiliary  employees 
of  a  combined  stationery  and  printing 
or  engraving  establishment  whose  work 
relates  to  the  stationery  part  of  the 
business  but  also  performs  some  work 
for  the  printing  dejiartment.  Such  an 
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A1  craftsmanship  assures  the 
perfect  cycle  of  graphic  arts.

employee  may  qualify  for  exemption  in 
any  work  week  in  which  he  spends  no 
more  than  20  per  cent  of  his  time  in 
clerical,  messenger  or  custodial  work 
of  the  printing  department. 

In  the  second  action,  Mr.  McComb 
proposed  a  clarification  of  present  in¬ 
terpretations  on  deductions  from  the 
pay  of  executive,  administrative,  and 
professional  employees. 

.Such  emjiloyees  must  he  paid  “on  a 
salary  basis,”  under  the  Administra¬ 
tor’s  regulations,  in  order  to  qualify 
for  the  exemption  from  the  minimum 
wage  and  overtime  requirements  which 
the  Fair  Lalwr  Standards  ,\ct  provides 
for  them.  The  proposed  modification 
clarifies  the  circumstances  in  which 
pay  deductions  may  be  made  and  the 
employee  remain  exempt. 

Under  the  proposed  modification,  de¬ 
ductions  may  be  made  from  an  exempt 
employee’s  salary  without  loss  of  the 
exemption  if  he  takes  a  day  or  more  off 
for  personal  reasons  other  than  sick¬ 
ness  or  accident.  Deductions  also  may 
be  made  for  absences  of  more  than  a 
day  because  of  sickness  or  disability, 
if  the  deduction  is  made  in  accordance 
with  a  bona  fide  plan,  practice,  or  pol¬ 
icy  of  providing  compensation  for  loss 
of  salary  occasioned  by  both  sickness 
and  disability. 

Mr.  .McComb  pointed  out  that  under 
his  proposal  no  deductions  may  be 
made  from  an  exempt  employee’s  salary 
for  absences  occasioned  by  the  em¬ 
ployer  or  the  operating  requirements  of 
the  business. 

“If  an  executive,  administrative,  or 
professional  employee  is  ready,  willing 
and  able  to  work,  deductions  may  not 
be  made  for  time  when  work  is  not 
available,”  he  said.

against  the  employee’s  salary  the 
amounts  received  by  the  employee  for 
such  service. 

In  the  third  action,  proposed  regula¬ 
tions  defining  bona  fide  thrift  or  sav- 
ings-plans  under  the  Fair  Labor  Stand¬ 
ards  Act  have  been  issued.  The  pro¬ 
posed  regulations  state  the  tests  which 
would  have  to  he  met  in  order  for  em- 
employers  to  exclude  their  payments  to 
thrift  or  savings-plans  from  the  employ¬ 
ee’s  regular  rate  when  computing  over¬ 
time  pay.  The  act’s  overtime  provi¬ 
sions  in  general  require  payment  of 
time-and-a-half  the  employee’s  regular 
rate  for  all  hours  worked  over  40  a 
week. 

Mr.  McComb  said  stock  purchase 
plans  and  other  |ilans  for  encouraging 
savings  by  employees  can  (jualify  as 
bona  fide  thrift  or  savings-plans,  if  they 
meet  the  proposed  reijuirements.  Un¬ 
der  the  proposal,  the  employer’s  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  plan  c»)uld  be  no  more 
than  LS  per  cent  of  the  participating 
employee’s  total  earnings  during  the 
year.  Neither  could  the  employer’s  con¬ 
tributions  exceed  the  total  amount 
saved  or  investe<l  by  the  employees. 

In  addition,  the  employer’s  contribu¬ 
tions  would  have  to  be  apportioned 
among  the  individual  employees  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  a  formula  specified  in 
the  plan.  This  formula  is  to  be  based 
on  the  amount  saved  by  the  employee 
or  the  length  of  time  the  employee  re¬ 
tains  his  savings  in  the  plan.

Estimating  Cutting 

This  month  we  will  consider  the  cut¬ 
ting  operations  that  enter  into  a  joh  to 
he  estimated.  We  will  start  with  Hat 
cutting.  I  don’t  believe  there  are  many 
lithographed  jobs  that  do  not  get 
trimmed  after  printing,  or  are  trimmed 
before  printing. 

You  have  to  trim  stock  to  proper  size 
when  making  displays  so  that  the  print¬ 
ing  margins  do  not  exceed  three-cjuar- 
ter  inches  all  around  the  sheet  and  one- 
(juarter  inch  between  die-cut  areas.  The 
three-(|uarter  inch  margin  around  the 
sheet  becomes  the  mounting  margin, 
and,  as  the  finisher  uses  the  same  grip¬ 
per  and  side  guide  as  we  do  in  the 
printing,  he  can  hold  register  cjuite  ac¬ 
curately.  In  trimming  this  sheet  after 
printing  there  would  be  register  prob¬ 
lems. 

Other  factors  in  trimming  sheets 
after  printing  are  caliper  of  paper, 
c|uality  of  work,  size  of  sheet,  how  many 
up  on  the  full  sheet,  nature  of  paper, 
irregular  cuts,  bleeds  on  the  sheet. 

Let  us  take  four  basic  factors  for 
estimating  accurately: 

1.  Size  of  sheet.  This  has  a  definite 
problem  in  itself.  The  direction  of  the 
first  cut  may  be  limited  to  size  of  paper¬ 
cutting  machine.  For  example,  if  you 
have  a  .‘>6"  cutter  and  the  sheet  size  is 
44x64,  it  is  obvious  your  first  cut  can¬ 
not  exceed  44x.S6".  Another  item  that 
should  be  considered  is  that  the  larger 
the  sheet  the  smaller  the  lifts  that  can

be  lifted  into  the  machine,  therefore 
resulting  in  greater  machine  loading 
time. 

2.  Nature  of  stock  affects  the  time  in 
loading  machine,  such  as  thin  paper 
against  70  lb.  or  80  lb.  offset  stock. 
Thin  paper  is  troublesome  in  jogging 
and  takes  a  great  deal  more  time  to 
handle  than  heavier  stock. 

3.  The  number  of  pieces  to  be  cut 
from  the  sheet  and  the  number  of  cuts 
required,  also  are  the  cuts  irregular.  I 
mean  by  this  that  various  size  pieces 
are  layed  out  on  one  sheet.  Also,  are 
the  pieces  to  be  cut  bleed,  or  are  they 
chop  cuts. 

4.  The  caliper  of  stock.  This  has  a 
bearing  on  how  many  sheets  can  be  cut 
at  one  time.  With  bulk  stock  you  can 
cut  1000  sheets  at  one  time,  or  only  500 
sheets.  If  you  are  cutting  board  stock 
of  .024  caliper,  you  can  only  cut  105 
sheets  per  lift.  You  can  readily  see 
what  could  happen  to  rutting  schedules 
under  these  conditions. 

The  above  mentioned  should  always 
be  in  your  mind  when  estimating.  Then 
there  is  the  counting  of  stock.  Some¬ 
times  the  client  wants  his  work  hand 
counted.  In  most  cases  paper  is  counted 
with  a  stabbing  device  where  the  cutter 
counts  out  2.50  sheets,  then  stabs  the 
load  two  times  for  .500  sheets,  or  four 
times  for  10(K)  sheets.  This  is  general 
practice;  however,  on  certain  kinds  of 
jobs  hand  counting  is  used,  such  as  .50 
sheets  per  pad,  or  interleaving  sheets 
between  .50  sheets  for  the  purymse  of 
merchandising  a  product. 

The  quality  of  the  joh  has  a  hearing 
on  how  to  cut  and  trim.  Let  us  assume 
that  we  have  a  very  particular  job  to 
cut  where  we  have  to  hold  register  for 
silk-screening  a  sheet  to  half  the  size 
that  has  been  lithographed,  and  the 
register  becomes  a  very  important  part 
in  cutting.  In  a  case  like  this,  you  would 
set  and  lock  your  machine  to  the  size 
that  has  to  be  cut,  then  vou  would  pin 
gauge  the  cutting  machine.  This  is 
placing  a  block  on  the  back  gauge  of

machine  about  2”  wide  in  the  same 
position  as  the  lithographed  side  guide. 
Then  you  would  proceed  to  jog  your 
paper  against  this  pin  gauge  and  side 
of  paper-cutting  machine,  using  the 
lithographed  gripper.  By  doing  this,  you 
compensate  for  any  irregularities  in  the 
paper  stock.  By  registering  the  print¬ 
ing  to  the  side  guide  and  gripper,  then 
proceed  to  cut  stock  in  half,  without 
unlocking  the  gauge  on  the  cutting  ma¬ 
chine  and  reloading  for  the  seconrl  cut, 
you  will  maintain  a  close  register  in 
cutting  for  the  next  operation  of  silk¬ 
screening  sheet  to  register.  Never  cut 
loo  many  sheets  at  one  time  on  a  ({uality 
j»dt  for  if  there  is  a  how  in  the  knife 
you  will  not  hold  register.  Do  not  ex¬ 
ceed  .’jOO  sheets  of  60  or  70  Ih.  paper 
when  figuring  close  work  such  as  this. 

When  laying  t)Ut  work  to  he  die-cut 
after  printing,  then  flat  cutting,  lay  out 
to  the  side  guide  and  gripper  corner  of 
sheet  when  running  on  gang  layouts, 
riie  reason  for  this  is  that  your  work 
in  this  po'^ition  on  the  sheet  has  more 
arcuracy  than  anywhere  else  on  the 
sheet  when  there  is  flat  cutting  in¬ 
volved. 

We  have  been  discussing  only  flat 
cutting  this  month,  hut  there  are  other 
cutting  problems  that  enter  into  esti¬ 
mating,  such  as  trimming  hooks.  This 
is  usually  done  on  a  Bracket  Trimmer, 
Lawson  Three-Vlay  Trimmer  or  the 
Johns  Three-Knife  Trimmer;  hut  many 
booklets  are  done  •)n  the  flat  cutter 
where  the  hack  gauge  is  set  to  three 
different  dimensions,  such  as  the  width 
of  the  booklet,  then  the  lK)oks  are 
moved  to  cut  off  the  foot  margin,  then 
moved  to  cut  the  head  margin.  You  can 
see,  however,  that  this  is  a  slow  opera¬ 
tion,  hut  in  many  plants  and  on  small 
j<d»s,  this  is  all  that  is  reijuired,  where¬ 
by  the  flat  cutter  becomes  (juite  flexi¬ 
ble.  There  are  automatic  sparer  devices 
that  can  be  set  to  move  the  back  gauge 
forward  automatically — while  you  are 
taking  the  cut  stf)ck  away  from  the  ma-

Higher  Humidity  Requires 
Change  in  Methods 

ith  the  apprnarh  of  warmer 
weather  and  hijiher  relative  humidity, 
the  plant  worker  must  he  on  the  alert 
to  convert  his  methods.  Slijjht  changes 
in  operational  procedures  may  result 
in  the  saving  of  many  hours  of  labor 
and  avoiding  a  great  deal  of  grief. 

High  humidity  results  in  the  retain¬ 
ing  fd  a  greater  amount  of  moisture  in 
the  film  •)f  coating  on  the  plate.  It  is 
well  known  that  light  sensitivity  is  di¬ 
rectly  [)roportional  to  the  amount  of 
moisture  present  in  the  coating  on  the 
plate.  During  such  |)eriods  of  high  hu¬ 
midity.  the  time  of  light  exposure 
should  he  greatly  shortened,  or  the 
plate  will  he  over-exposed. 

There  is  another  factor  which  has  a 
hearing  on  the  subject  of  plate  ex¬ 
posure  time,  and  that  is  the  change  in 
the  thickness  of  the  coating.  This  de- 
pencls  on  the  amount  of  moisture  pres¬ 
ent  in  the  air.  During  periods  of  high 
humidity,  the  drying  of  the  coating  on 
the  plate  within  the  whirler  is  much 
slower  than  it  is  during  periods  of  low 
humidity.  Consequently,  when  the  hu¬ 
midity  is  high,  the  coating  solution  re¬ 
mains  in  a  fluid  state  a  considerably 
longer  period  of  time  and  more  of  it 
is  whirled  off  the  plate.  This  obviously 
results  in  a  plate  having  a  rather  thin 
film  of  coating,  which  requires  less 
time  of  light  exposure  to  be  penetrated

and  he  completely  hardened  by  the 
light.  As  a  result  of  high  humidity,  a 
two-fold  im|)act  occurs.  The  plate  coat¬ 
ing  is  not  only  more  reactive  to  light, 
hut  it  is  thinner  and  is  more  ({uickly 
penetrated  and  hanlened  hy  the  light, 
f'or  that  reason  during  times  of  high 
humidity,  spec  ial  effort  should  he  made 
to  cut  down  on  the  time  of  light  ex- 
jiosure. 

The  industry  for  a  long  time  sus¬ 
pected  that  a  hardening  reaction  takes 
place  within  the  unexposed  coating  on 
the  plate,  ancl  that  the  reaction  takes 
place  in  the  absence  of  direct  light. 
Several  years  ago  research  at  the  labo¬ 
ratories  of  the  Lithographic  Technical 
Fecundation  verified  this  suspicion  hy 
showing  that  a  reaction  between  the 
dichreemate  and  the  colloid  does  take 
place  even  in  total  darkness.  They 
termed  this  reaction  the  “dark  reac¬ 
tion.”  They  further  found  that  the  dark 
reaction  getes  on  at  an  accelerated  rate 
and  thc‘  spc-ecl  of  this  reaction  depends 
on  the  amount  of  moisture  present  in 
the  plate  coating.  They  had  found  that 
plates  ke|>t  on  the  photocomposing  ma¬ 
chine  would  hc‘  spontaneously  harclenecl 
in  about  six  hours  when  the  relative 
humidity  was  When  the  relative 

humidity  was  .S0%.  the  plates  could 
he  kept  on  the  photoconifcosing  ma¬ 
chine*  for  as  long  as  2i  hours  ancl  still 
he*  satisfac'tory. 

As  the  h  umiclity  of  the  air  is  in¬ 
creased  there*  is  also  a  simultaneous  in- 
crc*ase  of  the  temperature.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  speed  of  nearly  all 
chemical  reactions  is  increased  as 
the  temperature  increases.  The  higher 
the  temperature,  the  more  readily  the 
plate  becomes  harclenecl  hy  exposure 
to  light.  F.ven  the  dark  reaction  is 
speeded  up  hy  an  increase  in  tempera¬ 
ture.  .Also,  oxidation  of  metals  is  great¬ 
ly  accelerated  hy  an  increase  in  tem¬ 
perature.  Lithographic  plates  which 
are  stored  in  a  room  whc*re  the  air  has 
a  great  deal  of  moisture  will  oxidize

more  readily  when  the  temperature  of 
the  room  is  high. 

An  increase  in  the  relative  humidity 
and  the  temperature  of  the  air  has  a 
decided  hearing  on  the  making  of 
deep-etch  plates.  hen  the  air  has  a 
large  amount  of  moisture  there  is  a 
tendency  for  the  developers  to  absorb 
the  moisture  and  become  ililuted,  re¬ 
sulting  in  greater  activity.  .An  increase 
in  the  temperature  of  the  rixjin  with  a 
corresponding  increase  of  the  devel¬ 
oper  fluids  further  activates  the  rate  of 
action  of  the  developers. 

It  is  very  important  that  the  deep- 
etch  pads  he  thoroughly  cleaned  of  all 
developer  and  etch  fluids  before  they 
are  stored  between  jobs.  The  calcium 
chloride  in  the  fluids  will  take  up  mois¬ 
ture  from  the  air  and  becomes  diluted. 
Obviously,  the  dilution  of  the  calcium 
chloride  will  step  up  the  reaction  on 
the  plate  and,  if  the  time  is  not  cut 
short,  the  plate  will  be  over-developed. 

hen  the  humidity  is  extremely 
high,  there  is  a  tendency  for  the  nega¬ 
tives  and  positives  to  stick  to  the  plate 
coating.  To  overcome  such  sticking, 
the  plate  may  he  dusted  with  talc.  An- 
f)ther  methtxl  for  preventing  the  stick¬ 
ing  of  the  negatives  or  positives  to  the 
plate  coating  is  by  applying  a  solu¬ 
tion  of  wax  to  the  coating.  The  wax 
may  be  tirdinary  [taraflin  wax.  and  the 
solvent  may  be  any  of  the  solvents  in 
which  wax  is  soluble,  consisting  of  ben¬ 
zol  or  carbon  tetrachloride  and  other 
solvents. 

High  humidity  and  the  correspond¬ 
ing  high  temperatures  that  cttmes  with 
it  can  be  overcome  with  a  minimum  of 
trouble  by  simple  compensating  ad¬ 
justments.  ithout  the  adjustments 
the  plant  operations  are  bound  to  Ixig 
down  by  all  sorts  of  difficulties.

Water  Control 

Water  control  in  offset-lithography 
is  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in 
producing  a  good  job.  Poor  control  of 
water  is  one  of  the  major  causes  of 
slow  drying,  chalking  and  flat,  lifeless 
offset  printing.  Without  fine  water  con¬ 
trol  it  is  impossible  to  produce  a  high- 
grade  job.  Since  water  control  is  so 
necessary,  it  is  important  that  we  take 
advantage  of  anything  that  will  make 
finer  water  control  possible. 

I  believe  more  thought  should  be 
given  to  hriw  the  dampening  rollers  are 
made  up  in  the  beginning,  so  let  us 
start  with  the  roller  core. 

The  finished  size  of  the  roller  is 
usually  specified  by  the  press  manufac¬ 
turer.  The  thickness  of  rubber  applied 
to  core  is  determined  by  the  amount  or 
thickness  of  the  undercovering  you  wish 
to  use.  The  more  undercovering,  the 
thinner  the  layer  of  rubber. 

There  are  several  schools  of  thought 
on  this  matter  of  undercovering.  Some 
start  with  no  rubber  at  all  and  build 
up  with  layers  of  various  materials  un¬ 
til  proper  size  is  reached.  Others  use  a 
thin  layer  of  rubber  and  less  undercov¬ 
ering,  and  still  others  use  a  thick 
layer  of  rubber  and  very  little  under¬ 
covering. 

The  advocates  of  undercoverings 
maintain  this  is  necesary  if  the  damp¬ 
eners  are  to  hold  a  maximum  amount 
of  water.  This  may  be  so  but  it  is  a 
matter  of  conjecture  as  to  how  much

extra  water  this  material  holds  after 
being  rolled  out  hard  from  continued 
use,  and,  assuming  that  it  does  hold 
extra  water,  what  the  advantage  would 
be  anyway.  There  are  several  things  to 
take  into  consideration  in  this  matter. 
When  the  press  is  in  motion,  centrifu¬ 
gal  force  makes  the  water  travel  to 
the  outer  surface  of  the  dampener.  If 
the  dampener  contains  an  excessive 
amount  of  undercovering,  it  will  have  a 
tendency  to  draw  the  water  away  from 
the  surface  and  down  into  the  roller 
each  time  the  press  is  stopped,  leaving 
a  comparatively  dry  surface.  This  may 
cause  your  plate  to  catch  dry  when 
starting  unless  you  let  the  press  run  at 
high  speed  for  a  number  of  revolutions 
to  get  water  out  to  surface  again  be¬ 
fore  you  start  running. 

.Although  you  may  disagree  with 
some  of  these  observations,  I  believe 
they  deserve  some  consideration. 

However,  I  think  everyone  will  agree 
that  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  all 
dampening  rollers  should  be  uniform 
in  size  and  free  from  high  and  low 
spots.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  this  if 
several  layers  of  undercovering  are 
used  as  there  is  hound  to  be  some  vari¬ 
ation  in  thickness  of  material  due  to 
stretch  when  being  applied  to  roller. 

Another  matter  to  take  into  consid¬ 
eration  is  the  thickness  of  rubber  on 
the  core  and  the  hardness  or  softness 
of  the  rubber.  If  you  have  a  thin 
layer  of  rubber  covered  with  several 
layers  of  undercovering,  there  will  not 
be  enough  resiliency  to  the  dampener 
to  allow  the  high  or  low  spots  to  level 
out.  There  should  be  a  minimum  of 
one-quarter  inch  layer  of  rubber  and 
one-half  inch  would  be  still  better. 

Regardless  of  the  amount  of  rubber 
it  won’t  do  much  good  unless  it  has 
resiliency.  .Many  of  the  dampeners  in 
use  today  are  no  good  because  the  rub¬ 
ber  is  almost  as  hard  as  the  core  and 
renders  no  use  whatsoever.

(Jampr'ning  system!^,  maximum  effici¬ 
ency  can  he  attained  by  (1)  use  of  the 
thickest  layer  of  rubber  possible;  (2) 
the  rubber  to  be  as  soft  as  possible; 
and  (3)  use  one  thin  layer  of  under¬ 
rovering.  This  will  make  it  easier  to 
hold  uniformity  with  less  high  and  low 
spots  when  making  up  your  dampeners. 
The  softness  of  the  roller  will  allow 
any  slight  uneveness  to  level  out  when 
in  the  press. 

The  mechanical  end  of  the  dampen¬ 
ing  unit  should  be  kept  in  good  condi¬ 
tion.  Worn  bearings  or  roller  sockets 
should  be  replaced. 

As  for  the  setting  of  the  dampeners, 
there  is  no  cut  and  dried  rule.  You  may 
use  either  strips  of  paper  or  a  metal 
feeler.  The  important  thing  to  remem¬ 
ber  is  to  set  dampeners  just  tight 
enough  to  transfer  the  water.  Dampen¬ 
ers  set  too  tight  squeezes  the  water  out 
and  do  not  distribute  evenly.  Recheck 
your  dampeners  for  loose  setting  as 
they  often  shrink  after  drying  out. 
Make  sure  the  water  is  evenly  dis¬ 
tributed  across  the  whole  plate.  Un¬ 
eveness  of  water  is  often  caused  by 
poor  setting  of  ductor.  If  you  have  too 
much  water  on  one  side,  loosen  ductor 
on  that  side  a  little  at  a  time  until 
damp  evens  out.  You  may  end  up  with 
an  uneven  ductor  setting  and  still  have 
an  even  damp  on  plate.  Don’t  guess  at 
the  amount  of  water  to  be  used.  The 
only  sure  way  to  find  out  if  your  water 
is  down  to  a  minimum  is  to  cut  it  down 
gradually  until  it  starts  to  catch  up  and 
then  come  up  with  it.  The  plate  must 
be  watched  very  closely  during  this 
jirocedure. 

Dampeners  should  be  kept  reason¬ 
ably  clean  to  do  a  good  job.  If  you  al¬ 
low  ink  to  accumulate  and  harden  on 
them  you  are  in  for  trouble. 

The  dampener  cleaning  machines  do 
the  best  job  of  cleaning  but  a  good  job 
may  also  be  done  by  hand.  If  you  are 
using  molleton,  avoid  scrubbing  against 
the  grain.  When  this  is  done  it  is  diffi-

flat  i'oniJition.  M»(st  of  the  time  this 
results  with  the  dampener  having  a 
series  of  small  ridges  around  the  roller 
which  causes  a  streaky  damp  on  the 
plate. 

The  water  cloth  also  should  he  kept 
in  good  condition,  free  from  ink  or 
dried  acid  stains.  If  not,  you  will  have 
a  difficult  time  getting  a  good  water  set¬ 
ting  des|)ite  the  good  condition  of  your 
dampeners.  When  you  change  water 
cloths  it  is  advisable  to  do  so  when 
you  are  using  an  cdd  set  of  dampeners. 
If  you  put  new  dampeners  in  at  the 
same  time  you  may  not  he  aide  to  cut 
down  your  water  enough,  especially  if 
you  are  using  a  very  coarse  cloth. 

If  you  get  into  this  predicament,  it 
can  he  overcome  hy  coating  the  water 
cloth  with  a  weak  shellac  solution.  Five 
parts  alcohol  and  ftne  i)art  shellac  is 
usually  strong  enough.  If  you  don’t 
have  alcohol  available,  turpentine  may 
he  suh^-tituted.  This  takes  a  little 
longer  to  dry.  Be  sure  your  water  cloth 
is  dry  before  ap|tlying.  Four  the  solu¬ 
tion  in  a  top  from  an  ink  can  and  use 
a  cloth  to  ap|)ly  it  liberally  across  the 
roller  until  the  cloth  is  thoroughly  sat¬ 
urated  and  allow  to  dry.  This  will  cut 
down  on  your  flow  of  water  to  such  an 
extent  that  you  may  now  have  to  bring 
up  your  water  setting. 

Some  pressmen  shellac  water  cloth 
as  a  standard  procedure.  This  makes 
the  cloth  easier  to  keejt  clean  and  wear 
longer. 


Also,  1  have  seen  pressmen  use  shel¬ 
lac  to  control  water  on  johs  that  had  a 
heavy  (-overage  of  ink  on  one  side  of 
the  jiress  with  very  little  coverage  on 
the  other  side.  When  water  stops 
wouldn’t  do  the  job,  shellac  was  ap¬ 
plied  on  the  ductor  roller  to  hold  the 
water  down.  This  must  he  done  to  a 
dry  ductor  roller.  If  too  much  shellac  is 
a|>[died  and  the  water  is  cut  down  too 
much,  it  can  he  brought  hack  by  brush¬ 
ing  with  a  very  fine  wire  brush.

chine  the  sto«  k  is  iiH(ved  forward  to  the 
next  cut.  This  is  used  (juite  efficiently 
where  you  have  a  layout  with  many  up 
of  the  same  item,  such  as  a  full  sheet 
of  letterheads,  or  labels,  vou  can  set  the 
machine  and  it  becomes  semi-automatic 
with  great  accuracy. 

I  hope  this  has  given  you  something 
to  think  alK>ut  as  far  as  flat  rutting  is 
concerned.  It  becrtrnes  an  expensive 
part  of  your  estimate,  so  we  do  not 
want  to  overlook  this  item.

Printer  Gives  Consulting  Editor* 
ship  to  Company  Publications 

Many  an  ambitious  and  competent 
company  publications  editor  is  finding 
the  editorial  and  creative  possibilities 
in  his  work  getting  bigger  all  the  time, 
with  management  turning  to  the  em- 
fdoyee  magazine  and  customer-directed 
-ales  publication  as  increasingly  im¬ 
portant  communication  tools. 

.At  the  same  time,  with  technical 
processes  in  graphic  arts  becoming 
more  varied  and  complex,  many  editors 
find  themselves  getting  bogged  down 
in  production  detail  that  cuts  down  the 
effectiveness  of  their  work. 

It  is  this  situation  which  has  ac¬ 
counted  for  the  appointment,  in  Pitts¬ 
burgh’s  oldest  commercial  printing 
company,  of  a  director  of  publication 
services  who  will  head  up  a  “consult¬ 
ing  editorship”  to  he  made  available 
to  company  publications  men.

country's  outstanding  employee  and 
sales  publications,  was  Lowell  T. 
Brown,  former  manager  of  publications 
for  Dravo  (lorp.  The  appointment  was 
announced  by  Robert  H.  Caffee,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  company. 

“We  are  establishing  this  service 
with  one  main  aim  —  to  give  editors 
time  to  function  more  effectively  as 
editors.”  Mr.  Caffee  said.  “The  com¬ 
pany  publication  has  already  proved 
beyond  any  doubt  its  importance  in  the 
making  and  shaping  of  employee  and 
public  o|)inion  about  company  prod¬ 
ucts.  policies  and  general  manage¬ 
ment  moves.  .Advances  throughout  the 
graphic  arts  have  given  editors  much 
more  to  work  with,  but  they  cannot 
take  time  to  be  printing  production  ex¬ 
perts  and  still  advance  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  resf)onsibilities  they  have  earned 
for  themselves.” 

Admitting  that  e<litorial  service  doe^ 
not  fall  within  the  conventional  defini¬ 
tion  of  a  printer’s  responsibilities,  Mr. 
Caffee  added  that  a  printer’s  "editorial 
viewpoint”  toward  publication  prob¬ 
lems  should  also  make  for  more  read¬ 
able  literature  issued  under  company 
sponsorship. 

.Mr.  Brown,  who  visualizes  his  future 
work  as  a  healthy  mixture  of  consult¬ 
ing  editor  and  production  specialist, 
believes  that  the  printer  must  offer 
more  assistance  in  removing  production 
bottlenecks  that  block  editorial  imagi¬ 
nation  and  creative  handling  of  com¬ 
pany  news. 

“Business  management  knows  it® 
printed  material  must  measure  up  to 
other  media  in  terms  of  reader  interest 
or  the  effort  is  wasted.”  he  said.  “The 
printer  can  help,  and  we  believe  that 
our  new  servi<e  i-  the  right  way  to 
start.”

Q/  am  writing  to  you  concerning 
m  our  Intertype  machine.  Model  C, 
machine  number  5193. 

!  /  am  enclosing  three  slugs  and  wish 

j  you  would  give  me  the  reason  why  our 
machine  does  this  to  the  slugs. 

This  happens  to  the  slugs  about  two 
or  three  times  daily  when  running 
j  steady.  The  metal  is  not  too  hot  and  I 
drill  out  the  mouthpiece  holes  often 
with  a  1/16  bit  and  clean  out  the  well 
in  the  metal  pot  two  times  each  week, 
and  also  the  holes  in  the  side  of  the 
well  and  yet  this  trouble  occurs.

A  Yours  is  another  case  of  ships

rushes  in.  This  cause  of  trouble  is 
common  and  has  been  discussed  at 
length  on  numerous  occasions,  ^’rite 
us  if  you  want  the  story  repeated. 

The  first  consideration,  however,  in 
all  cases  of  faulty  slugs  is  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  metal.  Send  a  sample  to 
your  supply  house  for  analysis.  Do  not 
tolerate  metal  that  is  not  near  the 
standard  set  by  the  manufacturers. 
Since  the  range  of  the  machine  ha- 
been  so  greatly  increased,  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  casting  mechanism  prob¬ 
ably  have  lagged  a  little.  Therefore  we 
should  give  that  division  of  the  ma¬ 
chine  special  attention  and  considera¬ 
tion. 

Following  are  some  places  to  look 
with  the  hope  that  your  trouble  may  be 
eliminated:  Pancakes  of  metal  on  lin¬ 
ers  and  in  mold  cell;  weak  pump 
spring;  plunger  should  have  full 
stroke,  going  to  within  a  half  inch  nr 
less  space  between  the  lug  on  the 
pump  lever  and  the  top  of  the  pot; 
scrape  the  well — there  may  be  a  drosc 
ring;  worn  plunger  and  well;  insuffi¬ 
cient  “pitch-off"  of  pump  roller  from 
cam;  poor  lockup  of  mouthpiece  to 
mold;  dry  pump  lever  shaft  bearing; 
worn  pinion  on  main  driveshaft;  hot 
metal  or  mouthpiece;  fast  operator  re¬ 
quiring  a  blower  attachment;  tight  fit¬ 
ting  plunger;  cracked  throat  inside  the 
pot;  pot  throat  filled  with  dross  along 
the  sides. 

While  the  following  are  no  fault  of 
the  casting  mechanism  they  will  con¬ 
tribute  to  faulty  ejection  of  slugs;  Dull 
trimming  knives,  knives  set  too  close 
together — try  opening  the  right-hand 
knife  .002" — faulty  ejector  that  does 
not  contact  the  slug  squarely.

A  .‘'iticf  there  has  been  eonsider- 
A\.  able  controversy  on  the  subject 
you  present,  I  hesitate  to  advise  hut 
for  one  exception  that  I  consider  im¬ 
portant.  If,  for  any  reason  the  control 
should  go  had  in  the  night  and  fail 
to  break  the  circuit  when  the  tem¬ 
perature  reaches  SU)  degrees  (if  the 
temperature  runs  up  to  say  a  thou¬ 
sand  degrees)  the  life  of  the  elements 
will  be  reduced  as  much  as  five  or  ten 
years  if,  indeed,  they  do  not  burn  up 
right  now. 

As  to  the  cost  of  normal  operation 
— I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say.  Per¬ 
haps  you  should  consult  your  electri¬ 
cian  and  write  the  manufacturers. 
Normally,  during  operation  of  the  ma¬ 
chine  the  crucible  heaters  are  active 
for  three  minutes  and  off  for  15  min¬ 
utes.  They  are  on  more  often  if  the 
operator  is  casting  rapidly  on  large 
slugs,  of  couise. 

It  takes  45  to  75  minutes  for  a  pot 
to  heat.  (It  isn’t  ready  to  run  in  45 
minutes,  however,  unless  the  mouth¬ 
piece  rheostat  is  turned  to  high  when 
the  current  is  turned  on.)

QWe  feel  we  should  do  more  ad- 
•  vertising,  aside  from  an  occa¬ 
sional  blotter.  We  cant  afford  an  agen¬ 
cy.  Can  you  suggest  a  method  of  pro¬ 
cedure?  W.  O.  T.,  Washington 

AKightu!  You  should  advertise. 

•  Set  aside  a  percentage  of  from 
one  to  three  of  your  yearly  volume  for 
promoting  your  own  business.  Large 
__  liusinesses  find  it  necessary  and  they’re 
—  advisedly  smarter  than  small  operators. 
Almost  100%  of  your  business  is 
sales-producing  printing.  Unless  you 
are  a  specialty  house,  weddings,  social 
invitations,  etc.,  are  a  very  small  part 
of  your  volume.  Stationery,  cards  or 
any  kind  of  form  work  is  designed  to 
!  “get  things  done” — to  borrow  the  Ham- 
mermill  phrase — and  is  therefore  sales- 
printing. 

But  beware  of  waste  and  indirect 
’  !  approach.  Being  engaged  in  advertis- 
\  ing  typography,  we  notice  that  many

(Juit.  Loss  are  downright  negative 
words.  It’s  like  a  circuitous  approach 
by  a  salesman  who  wastes  your  and 
his  valuable  time  projecting  a  ruse  or 
feint  instead  of  coming  straight  to  the 
point.  Some  advert i-^ers  are  actually 
“playing  hard  to  get.” 

We  know  advertising,  a  compara¬ 
tively  new  business,  like  the  gasoline 
engine,  is  far  from  being  100%  effec¬ 
tive,  but  if  you  apply  common  sen-e 
and  straight-forward  presentation  of 
what  you  have  to  oiler,  the  reader  is 
not  kept  guessing. 

If  you  want  to  give  your  customer 
an  inexpensive  trick  device  or  gim¬ 
mick,  that’s  good-will  and  conversa¬ 
tional  piece  advertising  and  will  keei> 
your  firm  from  being  “out  of  mind." 
Mottoes,  slogans  and  the  reproduction 
of  a  wistful  or  worldly  poem  is  also 
remin<lful — but  always  carry  your  im¬ 
print. 

Newspaper  and  publication  adver¬ 
tising  is  good  business  if  you  do  spe¬ 
cialty  work  an<l  want  to  reach  a  cer¬ 
tain  group  of  buyers.  It’s  prestige  and 
good-customer  relationship.  Set  youi 
own  ad  in  good  style  and  give  the  pub¬ 
lication  an  electro  or  mat.

But  like  large  advertisers,  be  con¬ 
sistent.  The  strange  thing  about  many 
printers  is  that  they’re  usually  busy- 
producing  sales  literature  (as  defined 
before)  for  other  businesses  but  not 
their  own.  While  we  still  have  slack 
periods,  don’t  wait  for  them.  Let’s  not 
he  like  the  wor^t-shod  shoemakcrV 
sons,  or  Carlyle’s  Sartor  Resartiis  <  the 
patched  tailor  or  tailor  re-tailored  I . 
Let’s  use  gcodly  doses  of  our  own 
medicine.

•  gree  a  two-color  job  should  be 
deliberately  misregistered  to  introduce 
maximum  stereoscopic  (3-D)  effects  in 
printed  reproductions.

Book  Stereotype  Plates 

Q  Please  describe  the  best  proce- 
•  dure  in  use  for  book  stereo  plates 
production.  J.  T.,  Illinois 

I  A  Since  book  type  forms  will 
1  usually  admit  molding  and  cast¬ 

ing  in  multiples  to  a  newspaper  page 
size,  we  recommend  use  of  a  special 
,  steel  stereotype  chase  with  Vh”  wide 
bolsters  around  every  page  form  and 
register  trim  lines  inscribed  on  the 
steel  fillers  and  chase  frame.  The  lines 

I  are  reproduced  onto  the  newspaper 
page  size  mold  and  cast.  Incidentally, 
cold  molding  methods  are  entirely  sat¬ 
isfactory  for  this  work,  and  are  recom¬ 
mended  for  straight-type  forms. 

The  large  flat  cast  should  be  placed 
upon  a  flat  smooth  surface  until  ready 
to  shear  the  tail  section.  Shear  trim 
cast  edges  for  shaving  the  full  cast,  and 
lay  the  shaved  castings  flat  on  a  smooth 
surface.  Iron-surfaced  movable  tables, 
as  regular  make-up  trucks,  are  recom¬ 
mended.  The  work  is  moved  to  shear 
with  straight  blade  separations  of  the 
cast  pages  to  scribe  line  trim,  leaving 
perhaps  a  pica  dead  metal  around  all 
printing  edges  for  beveling.  The  shear 
may  be  arranged  with  stop  so  that  af¬ 
ter  straight  trim  of  lines  all  edges  are 
left  at  equal  distance,  and  trim  can  be 
made  without  sighting  by  merely  rest¬ 
ing  plates  to  stop  for  cutting.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  assuming  that  there  are  four 
pages  down  and  two  across,  eight  pages 
with  thirty-two  faces  to  be  sheared,  by

•  volved  for  positive  color  register 
with  mat  shrinkage  since  the  degree 
of  shrink  between  the  r  omiiressed  areas 
and  uncompressed  areas  of  the  mold 
are  not  the  same.  Thus,  close  register 
of  color  printing  imposes  equalizing  of 
the  amounts  of  compressed  area  be¬ 
tween  color  molds  by  leaving  the  dea<l 
metal  at  the  >.urfaee  of  the  form  or 
patterns. 

Causes  for  Sticking  Metal  Pump 

QWhat  are  the  mechanical  causes 
•  for  the  metal  pump  handle  stick¬ 
ing  and  hard  to  operate?

A  There  are  two  common  causes  for 
/t*  mechanical  failure  of  the  conven¬ 
tional  metal  pump.  One  is  that  the 
plunger  motion  is  being  made  out  of 
alignment  and  does  not  come  up  or 
down  in  a  direct  line,  thereby  being 
forced  to  one  side  or  the  other  of  the 
pump  chamber  openings.  The  other 
cause  is  a  tilted  ring  inside  the  cham¬ 
ber  which  restricts  the  free  movement 
of  the  ring.  If  the  ring  attached  to  the 
plunger  of  the  pump  is  not  secured 
snugly,  it  can  tilt.

1  don’t  know  of  any  ink  company  that 
has  completely  licked  this  problem,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  <  arhon  ink  has 
to  remain  of)en  to  carbonize,  and  as 
long  as  the  ink  is  open  there  is  bound 
tf>  he  penetration. 

The  sample  you  sent  requires  heavy 
jiressure  to  carbonize.  You  might  try 
dilTerent  carbon  inks  and  also  different 
stocks,  for  the  slocks  vary  in  accepting 
ink,  to  see  which  is  the  best. 

Hot  spot-<arbon  printing  should  he 
the  answer,  but  this  re(|iiires  special 
e<|uii)ment.

magazine,  printed  on  60#  basis  em¬ 
bossing  cover  (20x26),  coated  two  sides. 
You  will  note  the  slurs,  valleys,  etc.,  on 
the  reverse  plate  on  the  front  cover. 

The  ink  for  this  was  made  especially 
for  the  paper  from  a  sample  submitted. 

The  press  used  is  a  #4  Miehle,  four 
form  rollers.  All  rollers  are  in  excel¬ 
lent  condition.  In  fact,  the  form  roll¬ 
ers  have  been  in  but  two  weeks  so 
should  not  be  green  nor  old.  W e  have 
rubber  angle  rollers  on  this  unit,  but  a 
composition  fountain  ductor  roller. 

We  checked  the  roller  "kiss”  and  it 
shows  about  to  3/32"  kiss  on  the  ink 
plate  or  cover  plate. 

This  press  was  moved  from  our  sec¬ 
ond  to  first  floor  about  six  months  ago 
and  at  that  time  the  erectors  checked 
register  rack,  bearer  heights  (put  in 
new  cylinder  bearers),  etc. 

We  have  had  this  trouble  each  time 
on  this  particular  cover,  especially 
when  running  a  solid  plate.  There 
seems  to  be  a  build-up  on  one  edge  of 
the  cover  plate,  no  matter  which  way 
we  run  the  form,  with  the  plate  on  the 
gripper  or  at  the  tail  of  the  sheet.  The 
"flooding”  will  run  in  about  to 
center  of  sheet.  Also  you  will  note  the 
light  streaks  vertically  on  this  front 
page. 

Also  on  the  reverse  side  you  will  note 
the  “E”  has  a  ghost  at  edge.  This  page 
gave  us  considerable  trouble  but  due 
mostly  to  the  fact  that  the  advertising 
manager  of  the  magazine  provided  us 
with  newspaper  mats  for  stereos  in¬ 
stead  of  electros  or  zincs. 

This  has  happened  several  times  pre¬ 
vious  to  this  on  the  same  fob  and  at 
this  time  we  thought  perhaps  it  might 
have  been  ink.  So,  each  time  we  have 
the  ink  "made”  for  the  sheet. 

As  usual,  we  have  called  in  the  ink 
men,  roller  manufacturers  and  paper 
house.  Each  passes  the  "buck”  to  the 
other  two  until  we  end  up  in  the  pro¬ 
verbial  circle.

Sone  of  the  rollers  or  roller  sockets 
are  loose;  the  ductor  roller  does  not 
“bounce,”  and  the  Miehle  holds  perfect 
register  as  tie  fust  finished  a  four-color 
process  on  it  several  weeks  ago  that 
held  in  line  perfectly.  There  was  no 
smudge  or  valleys  on  it,  but  it  ran  on 
No.  2  coated  enamel  book  paper,  70# 
basis.

A  There  may  he  several  reasons  for 
/•«  your  trouble  with  the  printing  of 
solid  reverse  i>lates.  .More  impression 
is  required  to  print  heavy  solids;  an  un¬ 
even  surface  of  either  beds  or  cylinders 
can  give  you  trouble,  and  ink  body  hab¬ 
its  effect  on  distribution  as  well  as  the 
inking  mechanisms. 

The  “E”  marked  apjiears  as  though 
there  was  either  an  air  pocket  under 
that  spot  or  a  movement  of  the  form  at 
that  spot. 

Now.  for  some  of  the  things  that 
might  help  rorreet  your  condition:  on 
a  #!•  Miehle,  impression  should  not 
bother  you  unless  plates  are  high  and 
then  it  becomes  a  roller  problem;  roll¬ 
ers  should  he  turning  without  slipping 
of  any  sort.  If  this  is  your  trouble  use 
2-j»ira  rules  along  the  sides  extending 
beyond  your  printing  surface,  or  if  on 
hack  end  butt  a  3-  or  4-pica  rule 
against  your  solid  as  this  appears  to  he 
a  lileeil  page.  This  will  assure  you  of 
no  roller  slippage. 

Softening  the  ink  will  often  do  away 
with  the  mark,  hut  on  pastel  shades 
this  will  sometimes  give  you  a  mottle, 
especially  if  running  too  full  a  color, 
.'sometimes  a  slightly  bevel  plate  at 
the  hat  k  will  take  up  thi«  mark. 

Try  some  of  these  and  he  sure  of 
your  roller  setting,  touching  your  form 
as  lightly  as  possible  and  having  a 
-nug  setting  against  your  vibrator.

How  to  Get  Better  Line-up 

On  trying  to  use  numbering  ma- 
•  chines  on  our  newly  acquired  Mo. 
4  Little  Giant,  the  numbers  turn  too  iar 
and  are  out  of  position  at  2700  per 
hour.  What  can  we  do?  C.  S.,  Illinois 
A  When  the  figures  on  a  numbering 
machine  turn  too  far,  the  cause 
is  usually  due  to  slack  in  the  machine. 
This  slack  may  be  evident  in  the  plung¬ 
er  No.  being  in  dire«t  contact  with 
the  lever  and  actuating  swing.  Take  the 
plunger  box  off  and  release  the  No. 
plunger  from  the  box.  The  two  prongs 
on  the  plunger  should  be  bent  slightly 
upward  in  the  direction  of  the  printing 
surface.  By  doing  this,  the  plunger 
will  stop  the  upward  movement  of  the 
unit  wheel  sufficiently  as  to  come  to  a 
better  alignment  with  the  other  figures 
of  the  machine. 

-Also,  check  the  cond)  spring,  to  see  if 
the  wheels  turn  too  freely.  If  they  do, 
remove  the  cond)  spring  and  bend  each 
comb  unit  inward  so  as  to  give  the 
spring  more  tension  on  the  retaining 
pawls.

Backing-up  Worn  Knife 

QIs  it  advisable  to  have  paper  cut- 
•  ting  knives  that  are  worn  down, 
backed  up  by  fastening  a  piece  of  steel 
to  the  bark  edge?  And  does  this  render 
enough  additional  cutting  to  make  it 
worthwhile?  A,  M.,  Missouri 

A  This  is  and  has  always  heen  a 
•  somewhat  ticklish  question  for 
any  knife-man,  or  knife-salesman.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  many  years  that  we  traveled  as 
a  knife-salesman,  we  had  this  question 
put  to  us  many,  many  times. 

The  answer  is  definitely  NO.  It  is 
neither  advisable  nor  economical  to 
have  a  worn  knife  backed-up. 

When  the  knife-man  telh  his  cus¬ 
tomer  that  it  is  not  good  policy  to  have 
his  knives  backed-up,  it  always  appears 
that  he  is  more  interested  in  an  order 
for  new  knives  than  he  is  in  the  cus¬ 
tomer’s  welfare.  And  a  good  salesman 
will  always  try  to  be  fair  with  his 
customers,  for  they  are  the  ones  that 
buy  his  bread  for  him  and  help  to  keep 
it  buttered. 

If  the  salesman  were  to  say  Yes,  it  is 
advisable  he  would  not  be  working  with 
his  customer,  nor  would  he  be  giving 
him  good  sound  advice.

ftrind  off  more  than  1/32"  when  grind¬ 
ing  or  sharpening  a  knife,  unless  the 
knife  has  a  nick  in  it  that  has  to  be 
ground  out.  if  there  are  no  nicks,  it  is 
(juite  possible  that  less  than  1/32"  is 
ground  off.  Therefore,  by  the  time  the 
knife  is  about  half  worn  out,  it  has 
been  ground  or  sharpened  approxi¬ 
mately  50  times.  This  amount  of  grind¬ 
ing  friction,  plus  the  constant  friction 
while  the  knife  is  in  use  cutting  paper, 
has  a  tendency  to  draw  or  remove  some 
of  the  original  temper  or  softening  up 
the  cutting  edge  so  that  the  knife  does 
not  stand  up  as  long  between  grindings 
as  it  did  when  it  was  new. 

As  a  result,  the  knife  is  ground  more 
often,  and  grindings  cost  money.  When 
you  add  these  additional  grindings  to 
the  cost  of  backing-up  the  knife,  you 
will  find  that  you  have  spent  approxi¬ 
mately  25%  of  the  cost  of  a  new  knife 
and  have  probably  gotten  back  less 
than  10%  in  additional  wear,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  time  lost  in  additional 
knife  changing.  All  of  which  cost 
money. 

We  trust  that  we  have  made  it  clear 
as  to  why  we  say  NO.  It  is  neither  ad¬ 
visable  or  economical.  And  more  im¬ 
portant  still  is  the  fact  that  unless  this 
hacking  strip  is  put  on  correctly,  it 
could  cause  damage  to  the  cutting  ma¬ 
chine. 


Hot  Weather  Hint  for  Rollers 

For  midsummer  or  very  hot  weather 
storage  of  rollers,  sponge  twice  daily 
with  a  solution  composed  of  one  ounce 
of  formaldehyde  in  twenty-four  ounces 
of  water.  Let  this  dry  on  rollers  by 
putting  them  in  the  coolest  spot  ob¬ 
tainable.  Be  careful  in  using  this  solu¬ 
tion.  It  would  be  advisable  to  use  rub¬ 
ber  gloves  as  it  discolors  the  hands. 
And  do  not  inhale  it.  — John  J.  Fisher

Paperboard  Flower  Pots 

QWhat  equipment  would  we  need 
•  if  we  should  go  into  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  paperboard  flower  pots  which 
nurserymen  are  beginning  to  use? 

M.  G.  F.,  New  York 
A  In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  print- 
ing  is  involved,  and  the  blank  is 
set  up  and  locked  by  hand  in  the  nurs¬ 
ery,  the  only  equipment  you  need  is  a 
cutter  and  creaser.  Until  such  time  as 
your  volume  warrants,  a  hand-fed  plat¬ 
en  cutter  and  creaser  might  serve  your 
purpose.  You  would,  of  course,  need 
asphalt  impregnated  hoard.

,  A  Because  paper  stock  is  so  much 
thinner  than  paperboard,  uni¬ 
formity  of  caliper  can  be  much  greater. 
f  For  example,  24point  (24  thou¬ 
sandths)  board  can  var>’  as  much  or 

Bmore  than  one  thousandth  over  or  un¬ 
der.  This  makes  a  difference  in  the 
cylindrical  diameter  of  the  sheet  at  the 
time  it  kisses  the  plates.  Paper  stock 
may  be  only  two  or  three  thousandths 
A  in  thickness,  and  the  uniformity  of 
caliper  can  be  controlled  much  more 
closely  in  the  paper  mill,  l.ikewise. 
paperboard  has  much  more  moisture 
content  and  is  apt  to  shrink  in  the 
various  printing  operations,  depending 
on  the  atmosjtheric  condition  of  the 
pressroom.  This  will  explain  why  mag¬ 
azines  are  able  to  carry  multicolor 
printing  with  hairline  register  which 
is  impossible  to  duplicate  on  boxboard.

Screening  Mirrors 

QWe  screen  process  on  unbacked 
•  mirrors  and  the  acid  hath  affects 
this  backup.  Also,  the  backup  black 
discolors  the  mirror.  We  need  a  back¬ 
up  paint  and  instructions  on  how  to 
adhere  foil  to  the  glass.  E.  L.,  India 
A  The  backup  or  acid  resist  black 
^  •  should  be  an  oil  type  bone  black. 
To  this  you  can  add  Dragons  Blood 
(etching  powder),  which  is  a  dry  pow¬ 
der,  and  a  small  amount  of  liquid 
asphaltum  and  Venice  turps.  This  will 
resist  the  nitric  acid  bath. 

The  backup,  which  as  a  rule  is  gray, 
can  be  made  from  lead  and  zinc  ground 
in  oil.  The  foil  may  be  adhered  to  the 
above  backing  only  after  completely 
dry  with  rubber  cement. 


Removing  Portions  of  Film 

Q  We  do  a  lot  of  screen  work  and 
•  quite  often  we  have  changes  to 
make  on  our  screens  after  the  film  has 
been  adhered  to  the  silk.

Screening  Plastics

A  The  word  “plastics”  to  any  paint 
manufacturer  means  any  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  surfaces  and  a  reluctance  to 
he  specific  even  if  the  type  of  pla-tic 
or  manufacturer  is  known. 

For  example,  on  acrylics,  such  as 
Flexiplas,  etc.,  a  certain  type  of  color 
with  the  same  ingredients  or  products 
Used  in  the  manufacture  of  this  prod¬ 
uct  are  necessary.  These  acrylic  colors 
will  not  work  on  all  other  material' 
such  as  Vinyls,  Polyesters,  etc.  On 
Vinyls  a  special  vinyl  ink  is  necessary; 
on  cellophanes,  etc.,  lacquers,  syn¬ 
thetics.  etc.  It  is  best  when  seeking  a 
finish  for  a  certain  plastic  to  supply 
the  paint  manufacturer  with  a  sample 
*if  the  material,  and  even  then,  the 
average  reply  will  he  for  you  yourself 
to  try  certain  products.  Vinyl  inks  as  a 
rule  do  not  lend  themselves  to  heat 
as  they  change  color.  Acrylics  will 
stand  heat  but  will  soften  hack  when 
they  came  into  contact  with  oils,  grea'es 
or  a  petroleum  product.

“Free-wheeling”  means  leaving  the 
drive  gear  off  the  coating  roll  so  that  it 
is  driven  by  the  pull  of  the  web  by  the 
succeeding  color  cylinders,  all  of  which 
are  being  gear-driven.  It  will  work  per¬ 
fectly  as  long  as  it  is  in  the  first  print¬ 
ing  station,  and  provided  that  web  ten¬ 
sion  throughout  tbe  press  is  established 
by  bringing  the  impression  rolls  down 
in  sequence  starting  with  the  last  color 
station  and  ending  with  the  coating 
roll  station.

Laminations 

Q  Recently  we  have  seen  some  beau- 
•  tiful  work  printed  on  foil  (with 
no  paper  backing)  and  with  cellophane 
laminated  on  top  of  it.  We  have  been 
wondering  whether  we  could  do  some 
of  this,  or  whether  it  requires  a  special 
type  of  equipment.  G.  C.  S.,  California 

A  The  work  you  have  seen  is  prob- 
•  ably  printed  cellophane  which 
has  been  laminated  to  foil  in  a  single 
pass-through  the  press.  This  is  done 
by  first  printing  the  design  on  the  in¬ 
side  of  the  cellophane  so  that  you  look 
through  the  cellophane  to  see  the  print¬ 
ing.  In  the  final  printing  station,  an  ad¬ 
hesive  is  added  to  the  ink  and  before 
the  web  is  entirely  dry  it  is  combined 
with  a  web  of  foil  and  the  design  then 
appears  to  be  on  the  foil  with  the  cel¬ 
lophane  on  top  of  it.  Bare  foil,  without 
paper  backing,  is  usually  only  .00035- 
inch  in  thickness  and  is  extremely  diffi¬ 
cult  to  print;  and  for  that  reason  the 
printing  is  done  on  the  cellophane.  The 
auxiliary  equipment  reijuired  for  doing 
this  work  is,  in  all  probability,  avail¬ 
able  from  the  press  manufacturer.

Tie-up  Tips 

Tying  up  type  is  simply  a  knack, 
quickly  acquired  and  not  soon  forgot¬ 
ten.  Although  a  small  matter  in  the 
affairs  of  the  printer,  it  has  to  be  re¬ 
garded  as  something  demanding  thor¬ 
oughness.  Here  are  a  few  helpful  hints 
on  the  subject. 

First,  always  begin  at  the  same  rela¬ 
tive  corner  and  end  at  a  different  one 
regardless  of  the  length  of  string, 
which  at  all  times  should  be  pliable 
and  of  sufl&cient  strength.  Second,  al¬ 
ways  pull  string  fairly  tight  about  the 


outsitle  of  your  ty|)e  mass,  then,  loop  as 
thoroughly  for  one  job  as  another.  Al¬ 
ways  make  a  habit  of  doing  it  the  same 
way  fiiur  or  five  strands  pulled  tight 
about  the  type  will  hold  more  firmly 
than  fourteen  thrown  carelessly  around 
it. 

Never  |)lace  rubber  bands  aroun<l 
small  forms.  Rubber  always  rots  in  a 
dry,  dusty  atmosphere,  and  often  a 
longstanding  job  awaiting  re-order  be¬ 
comes  a  scattered  heap  of  pi.  Another 
thing  about  type  held  insecurely  in  this 
way  is  that  it  becomes  imp*)ssible  to 
lift.

of  the  national  book  hands,  as,  for  in¬ 
stance,  Schwabacher  and  Fraktur.  A 
few  lines  of  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  William  Morris  and  Rudolf  Koch 
close  this  most  informative  section. 

For  this  edition,  Paul  S'landard  has 
translated  these  palaeographic  notes 
and  in  a  preface  he  tells  of  the  origin 
of  the  book  and  of  its  enthusiastic  re¬ 
ception  when  the  author  visited  the 
United  States  in  October,  1951.  The 
demand  for  an  Knglish  edition  was  not 
to  be  denied,  and  arrangements  for  its 
publication  were  made  with  Museum 
Books,  Inc.,  W  E.  43  St.,  New  York. 
N.  Y.  The  page  size  is  12  x  9”,  and  an 
oblong  format  has  been  adopted.  To 
keep  the  two  editions  uniform,  both 
were  printed  at  Stempel’s  own  printing 
office  in  I’alatino,  a  type  face  which 
had  been  newly  designed  by  the  au¬ 
thor.  The  plates,  printed  in  black  and 
red  on  Fabriano  Italian  hand-made  pa¬ 
per,  were  band-cut  in  metal  by  August 
Rosenberger,  the  firm’s  punch  cutter. 

Mr,  Standard  is  justified  in  the 
praise  he  has  given  to  the  work.  He 
says  that  it  “should  reach  not  only 
the  workers  engaged  in  the  graphic 
arts,  but  also  a  wider  circle  of  ama¬ 
teurs  and  calligrapbiles.  .  .  .  The  ex¬ 
istence  of  such  a  large  and  discrimi¬ 
nating  public,  eager  to  welcome  callig¬ 
raphy  and  good  printing,  may  well 
alter  the  entire  outlook  of  .American 
publishing,  and  so  brighten  the  hope 
for  a  revival  of  the  languishing  art  of 
printing.” 

“Pen  and  Graver,”  which  is  pub¬ 
lished  at  $3..50,  was  hailed  by  .Ian 
Tschichold  with  the  remark  that  “no 
book  produced  in  the  past  hundred 
years  can  show’  a  comparable  perfec¬ 
tion  of  printing.”

gently  and  regularly,  but  in  many 
plants  they  are  not.  Therefore  I  rec¬ 
ommend  the  safest  method  of  opera¬ 
tion — turn  the  heat  off. 

With  gas,  at  reasonable  cost  per  cu¬ 
bic  foot,  it  probably  is  advisable  to 
leave  it  on  at  least  five  days  a  week 
if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  protect 
crucibles  from  possible  cracking. 

Since  there  is  a  difference  of  opin¬ 
ion  in  your  plant  1  suggest  that  you 
be  diplomatic  about  it.  Don’t  run  out 
to  the  back  shop  and  show  this  answer 
to  prove  your  point.  Let  it  ride  a 
while.  When  your  operator  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  you  are  desirous  of  being 
fair  in  your  dealings,  call  him  in  at  a 
time  when  you  can  both  talk  freely 
and  tell  him  what  you  want  and  why.

etrate  to  vital  parts  and  dissolve  any 
hidden  particles,  and  the  machine 
should  begin  to  work  again.  However, 
if  the  machine  still  fails  to  perform 
with  ease,  then  the  cause  is  usually 
some  defective  part  ond  the  machine 
needs  repairing.  Many  a  numbering 
machine  has  been  restored  to  function 
correctly  by  application  of  the  proper 
cleansing  agent.

New  Printing  Method 

A  revolutionary  new  method  of  print¬ 
ing,  expected  to  have  far-reaching  effects 
both  in  reproduction  of  office  records  and 
in  the  graphic  arts  field,  was  announced 
by  M.  A.  Spayd,  president  of  The  Standard 
Register  Company,  Dayton  1,  Ohio. 

Standard  Register  has  developed  a 
“Photronic  Reproducer”  which  combines 
principles  of  photography  and  electronics 
to  print  instantaneously  without  physical 
contact  with  the  paper  on  which  it  is 
printing. 

The  first  such  reprtxlucer  has  been  de¬ 
livered  to  the  Air  Force  at  Wright-Patter- 
son  Air  Force  Base,  Dayton.  The  repro¬ 
ducers  are  expected  to  be  available  com¬ 
mercially  sometime  next  year. 

Standard  Register  is  building  the  repro¬ 
ducer  under  license  from  its  subsidiary. 
The  Huebner  Co.  It  is  based  upon  patents 
obtained  from  William  C.  Huebner,  for 
40  years  a  leader  in  the  graphic  arts  field. 

The  reprotlucer  consists  basically  of  two 
chambers,  separated  by  a  plate  of  optical 
glass  which  has  a  special  coating  on  one 
side.  At  the  far  end  of  one  chamber  is  a 
light  source  and  holder  for  the  material 
which  is  to  be  reproduced,  such  as  micro¬ 
film.  The  image  is  projected  onto  the  glass 
on  the  uncoated  side.  If  opaque  material 


to  be  reproduced  is  used,  reflected  light, 
in  place  of  projected  light,  is  used. 

The  marginally  punched  paper  fed  by 
pinwheels  passes  in  front  of  the  plate  on 
the  coated  side.  In  the  chamber  on  the 
other  side  of  the  paper  is  a  fine  mist,  and 
an  electrostatic  grid  to  furnish  a  high 
voltage  charge.  The  mist,  a  dye,  is  pro¬ 
pelled  by  the  electrostatic  force  to  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  paper  in  the  form  of  the  image 
projected  from  the  back. 

The  coating  on  the  glass,  consisting  of 
several  metals,  functions  like  a  photo¬ 
electric  cell.  It  converts  light  energy  into 
electrical  energy,  causing  the  dye  to  be  de¬ 
posited  on  the  paper  in  relation  to  the 
amount  of  light  projected  from  the  back. 

No  special  paper  is  required.  The  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  reproducer  also  could  be 
adapted  for  printing  paper  or  fabric,  or 
to  put  coatings  on  paper.  Standard  Regis¬ 
ter  already  has  demonstrated  in  the  lab¬ 
oratory  that  it  can  be  used  for  making 
carbon  paper.

A  nation-wide  contest  to  select  the  out¬ 
standing  business  letterheads  printed  on 
Nekoosa  Bond  and  offering  cash  prizes 
totaling  SI 4,000  has  been  announced  by 
Nekoosa-Edwards  Paper  Company,  Port 
Edwards,  Wis.  The  contest  opened  April 
1  and  closes  July  31,  1954. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  contest  is 
that  every  printer — large  or  small — has 
an  equal  chance  because  each  of  Nekoosa ’s 
130  distributors  will  conduct  a  local  con¬ 
test  just  for  the  printers  he  services.  Win¬ 
ners  will  be  chosen  on  the  basis  of  design, 
conception,  treatment  and  mechanical  re- 
prtxluction.
